JAMES MAHER KILLED INSTANTLY. 


One of the Notorious Sheviins Suaspect- 
ed of the Marder. 

James Maher, who has been known to the 
police as a pickpocket, was shot ig the left 
breast and almost instantly killed late this 
morning at the house of Mollie Mott, No, 
2904 Wallace street. The fatal shot is 
thought by the police to have been fired by 
one of two men—either John or Vincent 
Sheviin—but both of them made their escape 
quickly and they have not yet been arrested.

CHINESE CONCESSIONS FOR RAILWAYS. 


A. Spitzel Reaches Vancouver and Tells 
of the Special and Favorable 
Edict. 


Vancouver, B. C., Nov. 19.—{Special. ]— 
A, Spitzel of Chicago, who is closely identi- 
fied with the projected American-Chinese 
railway between Peking and Canton, ar- 
rived here from the Orient today and took 
the first train to Seattle to return home via 
the Northern Pacific, 

Mr. Spitzel said the Tsung-Li-Yamen has 
received a secret edict appointing Sheng 
Taotai director general of railways and 
granting him permission to construct the 
Hankow-Canton-Souchow line. 

It also authorizes him to borrow 20,000,- 
000 taels, 10,000,000 taels to be furnished 
by the Tsung-Li-Yamen from the last loan, 
the northern superintendencies to furnish 
3,000,000 taels and the southern superin- 
tendencies to furnish 7,000,000 taels. About 
40,000,000 taels will be required for the con- 
struction of the lines. Native material must 
be employed as far as possible on the Han- 
kow lines, but foreign engineers may be 
engaged. Sheng Taotai is the head of the 
telegraph administration in China. 

Mr: Spitzel said the railway will certainly 
be built and with American money and large- 
ly with American material. The road can- 
not be proceeded with now until next sea- 
son, but will be started as soon as the Pihho 
River is free of ice.

Her youth and beauty and influential 
friends in the press all helped to make her 
successful, and for some time she enjoyed 
considerable popularity, both in London and 
in the provinces. 

She first came to fhe United States in 1868, 
when she read in Steinway Hall, after which 
she acted in the Fifth Avenue Theater. She 
then returned to Lgndon and acted in “‘ The 
Lady of Lyons” and several Shakspearean 
characters, as well as in a number of roman- 
tic plays and melodramas. 

In later life Mrs. Siddons traveled exten- 
sively in the British colonies and achieved 
considerable popularity in Australia, but ad- 
vancing years robbed her of much of*her 
beauty and she gradually lost her power 
of public attraction. 

She paid a final visit to the United States 
a year or two ago, but her appearance on the 
stage then ended in a disastrous failure. 
She was a woman of good intelligence,.but 
limited dramatic power, and lost more than 
she gained by the celebrity of the name 
which she bore. By those who saw her in 
the days of her prime she is remembered as 
one of the loveliest women that ever ap- 
peared before the footlights. 


UNCLE SAM ORDERS 100,000 RIFLES. 


Contract Made with the Gevernment 
on Account of a Possible War 
with Spain, It Is Said. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 19.—[{Special.]— 
It is reported here todaythat partial orders 
have been placed by the United States Gov- 
ernment with the Winchester Repeating 
Arms company of this city for 100,000 guns 
of the Lee pattern. 

The information is given by a commercial 
agent who made a business call on the offl- 
cers of the company this morning. He was 
told by the officers the order would be closed 
by tomorrow noon and that the government 
was contracting for the rifles on account of 
a possible war with Spain. It is known the 
works soon will start up to their full ca- 
pacity on a big government order. 

The Lee rifle is regarded as one of the best 
army weapons. Nearly a year ago the Win- 
chester company received an order for 
100,000 of them, which is now nearly if not 
quite filled. 

At the time it was received the company 
had no tools or dies for making this partic- 
ular firearm, and had to manufacture them. 
This preparation delayed the work for sev- 
eral months. It will now require only a few 
weeks to get out the 100,000 rifles. 


MORMONS BOUNCE APOSTLE THACHER.

Salt Lake, Utah, Nov. 19.—Apostle Moses 
Thacher has been declared “‘ contumacious ” 
and dropped from the rolis of the Mormon 
Church. 

This was the day fixed by the church au- 
thorities for the trial of Mr. Thacher for 
his failure to take counsel before taking 
part in political matters a year ago, when 
he was a candidate for United States Sen- 
ator. A card appeared in the Deseret News 
this evening, signefi by the President of the 
Twelve Apostles, to the effect that a meet- 
ing of the apostles was held and that it was 
unanimously decided that Moses Thacher 
be severed from the council of the Twelve 
Apostles and that he be deprived of his 
apostleship and other offices in the priest- 
hood, 

Mr. Thacher is being pushed by some of 
his friends for the United States Senate.

Senator McMillan Seunds the Keynote 
for Conservative Republicans. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—{Special.}— 
Senator James McMillan of Michigan has 
sounded the keynote for the conservative 
Republicans who wish to avold getting to 
extremes in the matter of tariff changes. 
He said today with the utmost frankness

“We will not have another so-called Mc- 
Kinley bill. The time for that kind of a 
measure has passed, and the men who in 
past years have insisted upon extreme legis~- 
lation will not be permitted to have their 
way now. The Western farmer must have 
some measure of protection as well as the 
Eastern manufacturer.

“ What tariff legislation do you think can 
be effected at the coming session of Con- 
gress? ’*’ Senator McMillan was asked. 

“TI don’t know what will be done,”’ he re-

It is 
admitted by all that there must be some 
means adopted to provide sufficient revenue 
for the support of the government an‘ 
there is not such a radical difference be- 
tween Republicans and Democrats on the 
question as once existed. Some of our peo- 
ple have been too radical, too insistent upon 
a high tarifi, and some ofthe Democrats 
have gone ‘to the other extreme.

Senator 
Bogardus will. be reélected and will want to 
be President pro tem again, an ambition 
which will searcely be gratified. 

Senator Campbell of Cook wants to be 
Chairman of the Committee on Judiciary, 
and so do Senators Humphrey, Crawford, 
and half a dozen more. Senator Humphrey 
felt that he should have Judiciary last time, 
but somehow or other he lost it in the shuf- 
fle, and the best he could get was Judicial De- 
partment. 

Senator McCloud will want his old Com- 
mittee on Warehouses again. Yet, for some 
reasoh or another, nobody knows what bills 
regulating charges imposed by elevator com- 
panies were at the last session referred to 
committees other than that over which Mr. 
McCloud had the honor to preside. 


Littler and the Revenue. 


Senator Littler of Sangamon County, who 
is imbued with an earnest desire to tinker 
up the revenue code of the State, wants to 
be selected a second time for the Chairman- 
ship of the Committee on Revenue. He may 
meet with some oppositien before he gets it. 

Senator Dunlap of Champaign, who has 
been re@lected; desires the Committee on 
Appropriations again. A good many Sena- 
tors are of the opinion that the Chairman- 
ship of this important committee should go 
to some Senator whose district does not 
contain one or more of the State institutions. 
They believe that a fair and more equitable 
distribution of the revenues of the State 
will be brought about by such results.

‘ a 
JULIAN RALPH’S EXPERIENCES IN 
THE FLOWERY; KINGDOM. 


His New Book, “Alone in China,” Is 
Fall of Half-Humorous Anecdotes 
and Descriptions—He Likes the Chi- 
mese Better than the Japs, and 
Praises Almost Everything—Recom- 
mends the Trip to All Travelers, 
Women Included. 


WO years ago Julian 

Ralph. made a trip 

into the interior of 

China, accompanied 

only by the artist, 

Cc. W. Weldon. The 

results of the tour 

have now been put 

into attractive book 

form by the’ Har- 

pers, under the.,title, 

‘**‘ Alone in China.” 

The first half of the 

book is made up of 

a narrative in which 

‘Mr. Ralph tells his 

Sultan Ralph. experiences in his 

most sparkling vein. The other half con- 

sists of stories and sketches of Chinese life. 

The whole is embellished with Mr. Weldon’s 
excellent illustrations. 

Quick observation, rapid composition, and 
an unfailing spirit of good humor are traits 
that have brought Mr. Ralph into promi- 
nence and given him his present position as 
a London correspondent. These character- 
istics appear on’ every. page of ** Alone in 
China.”’ In the few months of his sojourn he 
saw an amazing number of interesting 
things, and it need scarcely be said that he 
tells them well. . 

Mr. Ralph exalts China far above Japan, 
whose “comical self-conceit and modern 
clothing,”’ in his estimation, “are both Lili- 
putian misfits.” He is in love with “the 


CHINESE WOMAN. 


Flowery Kingdom, the seat of the oldest civ- 
ilization that exists, the changeless empire, 
the strangest, most peculiar realm on earth.” 
He calls this the most delightful of all his 
journeys, and reocommends it “‘ to the great 
army of globe-trotters, even to the most 
fastidious ladies and the tenderest children 
among them.’’ He will not even admit that 
Chinese cities are more filthy than those of 
other countries, though one suspects his en- 
thusiasm to be partly due to the fact tnat he 
confined his travels chiefly to the country. 

‘The most interesting of Mr. Ralph’s ex- 
periences were gained on a houseboat upon 
the creeks and Grand Canal of the two gar- 
den provinces of China. His.descriptions of 
the river life are vivid. ‘In all my life 
rolled together,”’ he says, ‘‘ I had never seen 
so many water craft as at Shanghai, and 
yet-I saw more when I traveled inland.”’ He 
had a chance to see how the Mandarin trav- 
els, in his varnished house afloat, with red 
tassels at the bow and a’ great streamer 
floating‘ behind, while “a .coolle larrups a 
huge gong that gues off with a crash like the 
gay of judgment.” 

Pidgin-Dnglish plays a humorous part in 
the narrative, and one enjoys the experience 
or tne autnor when he tries to stop the noise 
among his boatmen with the stern behest: 
“Too muchee bobbery - whole time.” 
‘* Maskee”’ is the word for ‘“‘ no matter,” 
and it plays as important a part in China as 
does ‘** Mafvana’”’ in Mexico. 

“It is ‘ mMaskee, maskee,’ all the time ip 
China. If a stone bridge has tumbled down, 
and a great part of the population is puta 
couple of miles out of its path during’ year 
year, maskee. If a house falls 
and blocks a highway, ‘ Maskee,’ says every 
one, and there the heap lies. ° Maskee ’ is 
what you are told if you suggest that some 
yne go to the afd of a man or woman in dire 
trouble. And even ,when 4 foreign power, 
without warrant or excuse, Wages war upon 
the northern strongholds of tho empire, 
‘Maskee,’ says all the rest of China. 

Mr. Ralph makes. it clearer thai cver be- 
fore that aJl Americans err in speaking of 
China as one country instead of halfa dozen 
utterly different countries. His humorous 
descriptions of his attempts to harmonize 
the broad statements of the twenty-five 
books he had read on China are delightful. 
Any one who thinks he has the truth about 
Chinese marriage ¢eustoms, for instance, 
should read Mr. Ralph’s experiences in in- 
terviewing Chinamen on the subject. The 
ceremonies differ utterly within a radius of 

en miles. 

: Mr. Ralph reminds us that the Chinese 
are not an undersized race, as we are prone 
to think from seeing only the Cantonese 
who come to this'country. But he strength. 
ens the impression one has about the super- 
stitiousness of all Chinese. The difficulties 
met by Mr. Weldon in trying to sketch typ- 
ical natives are as laughable as they must 
have been artistically discouraging. The 
camera, of course, was utterly out of the 
question, for every Chinaman knows its 
power lies in the fact that it is packed with 
the eyes of dead Chinese babies. 

One of the most interesting things the 
author describes jis the river industry of 
fishing by means of a dozen or a score of 
live cormorants, whose throats are throttled 
so that they cannot swallow the fish they 
bring up by diving. 

Crowds of living and crowds of dead— 
these are in constant evidence. The face of 
the whole empire is covered witn an erup- 
tion of graves, and the result is to rob the 
reople of 2 large part of their arab:e land. 
The graves are let alone until a change of 
dynasty occurs; it is high time for a change 
of dynasty. One sees coffins everywhere, 
under the ground, above ground, and 
half covered. Mr. Ralph gives a numan in- 
terest to the grewsome fact with this swift 
touch: 

‘* Suddenly we met a cooly woman run- 
ning blindly along. Her dress was open 
far below her throat, her hair was loose 
and flying, her eyes were open and dry from 
overweeping, and as she stumbled onward 
she coaaueed, O, so genuinely and pitifully! 
We did not know what the matter was until 
presently we came up four coolies stag- 
gering under a heavy plain pauper coffin, 
singing as they walked; and behind them 
came the mourners, four young men smok- 
ing cigarets and laughing at some jest.” 

The pictures Mr. Raiph draws are as good 
as those by Mr. Weldon. He makes one see 
a water area as large as two city blocks 
covered with a dense mass of ducks that 
are béing driven to market. Several big 
chop boats come bearing down on the acres 
of ducks before a fresh breeze and plow 
through the mass without injuring a duck. 

The leading sketch in the main body. of 
the book is the story of the marriage of Miss 
Benedict, the daughter of ‘“ Carwheel” 
Benedict of Pittsburg, to Tieh-li-chang of 
the Chinese legation at Washington, and 
the sad sequel thereto. The husband inci- 
dentally picked up a second wife ia France 
on his way home, and this was but the be- 
ginning of the American girl’s terrible dis- 
illusionment. Her final action in adopting 
Chinese dress and customs and becoming 
a saddened but resolute Chinawomen for 
the rest of her days appears to have been 
the best course that could have been sug- 
gested by the belated remnant of her hard 
American common sense. 

Superficial as Mr. Ralph's “Alone in 
China ”’ confessedly must be, it gets at the 
truth and does it more entertain'ngiy than 
the majority of the more pretentious works 
on China.

Castle, is but the first move in a series of 

changes which may affect several prominent 

houses In the city. True, the deals are not, 

in most instances, far advanced at present; 

but they are under way, and sooner or later 
may be consummated. 

Messrs. Kohl and Castle, two of the firm 
of Kohl, Middleton & Castle, which controls. 
the Olympic Theater and the Chicago Opera- 
Hquse, will take charge of the Haymarket 
cn Sunday, Dec. 6. They will institute the 
tame policy which they have followed inthe 
management of their other vaudeville 
houses, and with the same scale of low 
prices—10, 20, and 80 cents. Their bookings 
are extensive, and with three houses at their 
disposal in Chicago they will be able to 
make contracts with variety people to ex- 
cellent advantage.

The change in policy at the Haymarket 
has resulted in canceling nearly a whole 
Season of regular bookings: and it is more 
than probable they will ,be transferred to 
another theater under the management of 
George A. Fair, who has for many years 
served in the capacity of acting manager 
under Will J. Davis, the manager and lessee. 
Most of these are of first-class companies, 
for the Haymarket Theater has always been 
highly profitable, and not a féw of the road 
organizations, which play earlier in the sea- 
son at the down-town houses, have been 
glad to get a date at the West Side house. 

Mr. Fair has made overtures to John D. 
Hopkins for the lease of his West Side the- 
ater, formerly, the Standard. Negotiations 
have not yet progressed far, but it is highly 
probable he will obtain either this or some 
other house. In this event, he will assume 
Manager Davis’ Haymarket bookings, and 
play them during the remainder of the sea- 
son. The arrangement would be certain to 
make a vast changein the tone of the house, 
whichever one is chosen. 
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Miss Electa Gifford has made many 
friends during her residence tn Chicago, and 
the audience present at her farewell concert 
last night in Steinway Hall recalled her at 
the end of the program, as though to assure 
her of the welcome awaiting her on her re- 
turn. Three seasons engaged in concert and 
recital work, Miss Gifford has made frequent 
appearances here. The one last night, how- 
ever, was the first in a considerable in- 
terval, and evidenced her marked advance. 
With excellent taste, in view of the fact 
that Miss Gifford is about to enter upon 
further serious study abroad, the selections 
were simple in character. Arthur Foote’s 
“Trish Folk Song,” “Spring Song,” by 
Weil, in which Mr. Ernst Schmidt gave the 
violin obligato; ‘“* Ritournelle,”” Chaminade; 
** At Parting,’’ Rogers; and “ In Spring,” by 
John A. Carpenter, completed the list. The 
last mentioned, by a young Chicago com- 
poser, is a really delightful bit of writing, and 
one demonstrating unmistakable talent. 

Succeeding her first group of songs as 
again at the close of the concert Miss Gifford 
Was warmly recalled and flowers were in 
evidence. Mr. Clarence Eddy, who together 
with Mrs. Christine Neilson-Drelter, tendered 
this farewell concert to Miss Gifford, brought 
forward a number of new compositions. 
Especially ingenious and effective among 
these was a number, “ Double Theme and: 
Variations,” by Rousseau, choirmaster of 
St. Clothilde, Paris. Others presented were: 
Prelude Cantilene and Scherzando, by Ga- 
briel Pierne, organist of St. Clothilde; Pas- 
torale by Clarence Lucas; Andante by Alfred 
Holiins; and “* Question and Answer,” by W. 
Wolstenholme, and a composition by Le- 
mare. Although not especially noteworthy, 
aside from the Pierne and Rousseau num- 
bers, they proved agrecable in point of nov- 
elty. Mrs. Neilson-Dreier sang a sSaint- 
Saéns aria and some Schumann songs, re- 
ceiving for these last a peremptory encore.

Mr. Davis would hardly have given up a 
house, which for nine years has been under 
his management, one of the two most profit- 
able theaters in the city, if he had not had 
other enterprises in view.

The story that Alexander and John David- 
son, proprietors of the Great Northern block, 
wish to have direct control of the theater, 
will not down. They have had a hand inthe 
theatrical business before, notably in Mil- 
waukee, where they now own a theater. At 
the same time, it is certain they do not en- 
tertain for a moment the thought of Iinter- 
fering with A. M. Palmer's contract with 
them. By this he is to have the house for 
six years; but it is an open secret among 
friends of the Davidsons that if Mr. Palmer 
should weary of the theater management in 
Chicago they will be ready to assume direct 
control. What gives credence to this report 
is that the venerable New York manager 
has not thus far been delighted with his Chi- 
cago experience.

*T also call attention to my report of last 
ear, in which I refer to the fact that at a 
‘Hme when we had 30,000,000 less population 
and proportionally less wealth in pullic and 
private interests, the army was double the 
strength that it is today. The army was re- 
organized in 1866, with the avauable strength 
of 51,605; in 1869 it was reduced to 85,036 ; 
and in 1870 to 32,788. During the great panic 
following 1878 it was reduced in 1874 to 25,- 
000. There is no significance in that number 
any more than in any other number that 
might by chance be selected. Unfortunately, 
during the Jong period of serious depression, 
when the government was laboring under a 
great debt and a protracted panic, a theory 
became crystallized that this number was 
suitable for this great Nation of nearly 80,- 
000,000 population and its constantly increas- 
ing wealth and numbers. Hence the army, 
which ts one of the pillars of the government, 
the safeguard of the life, property, and liber- 
ty of the people, has remained stagnant and 
crystallized, in. the same condition that it 
was twenty years ago. I again renew my 
recommendation that a standard be fixed ac- 
cording to the population and wealth of the 
Nation, which, in my judgment, would be 
judicious, triotic, and eminently wise, not 
only for the welfare of the people of the 
present day, but for all time during the ex- 
istence of the republic. I therefore sug- 
gest that the enlisted strength of the army 
be fixed at one soldier to every 2,000 of popu- 
lation, as the minimum, and the maximum 
strength not to exceed one soldier to every 
1,000 population, the strength to be deter- 
mined within these limits by the President of 
the United States according to the necessi- 
ties and requirements of the Nation.” 

To encourage the faculty of making offi- 
cial reports, and to discover to what extent 
the officers of the army possessed it, Gen. 
Miles says he has adopted the plan of re- 
quiring communications on matters relating 
to the army. On Jume 15 he addressed a cir- 
cular to all the officers in the army requlring 
their advice on nine separate points of mil- 
itary service and army organization. These 
reports cover 10,000 pages, and prove that

REPORT OF COMMODORE MELVILLE. 


Condition of Warships and Recom- 
mendations for Naval Improvements. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—lhe report 

of Commodore Melville, Chief Engineer of 
the Navy, made public today, gives a de- 
tailed statement of the condition of all war- 
ships so far as their machinery and me- 
chanical apparatus are concerned. 

As a whole, it shows that all the modern 
ships are in good condition, except in a 
few minor instances, in which machinery 
’s being overhauled, The old-time ships are 
as usual reported as antiquated, but most 
of them are said to be serviceable consider- 
ing their age. 

The report says that during the year the 
bureau has prepared plans and specifica- 
tions for the machinery of battleships num - 
bering 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9, for the Hartford, and 
for tug number 5, for the League Island 
navy yard, and plans for the machinery of 
the -twenty-knot and twenty-two-knot 
torpedo boats, and for a rearrangement of 
the machinery of the Atlanta, due to the 
fitting of new boilers in that vessel. 

Work at the New York navy yard on the 
new machinery for the Chicago is progress- 
ing as rapidly as the appropriation for that 
eT acu will permit. The completion of the 

oilers has been delayed owing to failure 
to obtain -the nickel steel plates originally 
ordered and to further delays consequent 


liver within reasonable time enough shell 
plates of nickel steel of a satisfactory finish 
to complete one of the cylindrical boilers. 

The working of the nickel steel plate finally 
accepted for one boiler has also involved 
‘some delay and the experiment as a wholo 
has added considerably to the cost of manu- 
facturing of the cylindrical boilers. 

The. department having decided that en- 
tirely new machinery should not be built 
for the Atlanta, the bureau has prepared 
a Plan for fitting it with new boilers and 

ing. certain alterations in its present 
engines which will probably make it a more 
economical cruiser, but as the-engines of 
this vessel are not of anything like modern 
design, tho process of patching will prob- 
ably poets an expensive one in the end, as 
the changes contemplated are only such as 
will be necessary to make the éngines suit 
the boilers and render its engine-room more 
accessible. 

The bureau has expended $675,091 during 
the last year. 

The New York navy yard has done the 
largest quota of work, the expenditure on 
vessels being $346,927 and the yard expenses 
$130,537. The Norfolk navy yard disbursed 
122,320 on vessels and $49,471 on the yard. 
The Boston navy yard spent $602 on veesels 
and $10,015 on the yard. The Mare Island, 
nH pent disbursed $123,362 on vessels and 
$83551 on the yard, 

The report says of the Mare Island yard: 
“ This is the only repair station on the Pa- 
cific coast, and there are row at that yard 
under repair no less than sevén vessels re- 
quiring more or less extensive repairs, after 
several years of continuous commission. 
The shops are fil-adapted to the work, and 
the absence of proper tools and of a modern 
boiler-making plant are severely felt. The 
result is shown in the increased cost of 
work done at the yard beyond what it would 
.cost if the proper tools were at hand and 
property arranged for facilitating . work.

, to the whole,” , 
ANNUAL REPORT OF INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Progress Made in the Work of Educa- 
tion, Civilization, and Allotment. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—The fourth 
annual report of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, D. M. Browning, to the Secretary of 
the Interior has just been published. It is 
also the sixty-fifth annualreport on Indian 

affairs by the office. 

With no outbreak or disturbance during 
the year, the Commissioner says, the prog- 
ress of the Indians in education and civili- 
zation has been unusually gratifying, and 
the main effort of the office has been to put 
them upon their allotments, get them to 
support themselves there, protect them from 
encroachments, and train their children for 
them. The office even gives them remuner- 
ative work as far aspracticable. The gov- 
ernment, during the last year, paid them 
over $400,000 in salaries, and a much larger 
amount for miscellaneous work, and for 
supplies raised by themselves. The report 
says: 

“The great diversity of crafts and indus- 
tries are the outgrowth of advanced civili- 
gation and in turn become necessary to it. 
Without acquiring skill and dexterity in a 
large variety of pursuits the Indian will not 
hold his own among the complications of 
civilization in which he is rapidly becoming 
involved. A race without inherited aptitude 
for agriculture is at a disadvantage, and 
must take hold not only of that but of many 
other occupations, as individual taste and 
ability, mative or acquired, shall direct. In 
glancing over reports of agents in recent 
years, particularly those which accompany 
this report, it is encouraging to note in 
how many different ways Indians are com- 
og jie earn sage Qwn livelihood. 

“ Among the sources of self-support ma 
be named hauling goods for the oe kintiunant 
and other parties, sale of grain.and other 
farm produce raised by themselves (one en- 
terprising Indian recently obtained the con- 
tract for furnishing corn for two govern- 
ment hools), cutting hay, working on 
irrigati ditches, raising and sale of beef 
cattle, logging, cutting of cord-wood, dixz- 


ing as ranchmen, carrying hod, labor in con- 
struction of railroads in Arizona, etc. To 
this may be added the sale of fish, berries, 
wild rice, maple sugar, and lately, in Wis- 
consin, frogs’ legs. 

“On several reservations, through the ef- 
forts of Miss Sibyl Carter, the making of

“The amount appropriated by the Indian 
appropriation act for the fiscal year 1807 is 
$574,254.45 less than that appropriated for 
the fiscal year 1896, The total for

MUST CHOOSE BETWEEN THE TWO. 


BRrewers Told They Cannot Afflliate 
with the Federation of Labor and 
Knights of Labor Also. 


Rochester, N. Y¥., Nov. 19.—The General 
Assembly of the Knights of Labor adopted 
today the recommedation of General Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Hayes that the National 
Brewers’ Union No..35 shouldeither seyer 
its allegiance to the Federation of Labor or 
to the Knights of Labor, and that no man 
can become a member of the Knights of 
Labor whose first allegiance is to another 
order. 

It was resolved to oppose the Walker 
banking scheme, which is an extension of 
the Baltimore plan and is indorsed by the 
Committee on Banking and Currency of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress. The convention in- 
structed the officers of the Executive Board 
to notify all local assemblies to secure peti- 
tions in opposition to the measure to be for- 
warded to their Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress. 

A request from District Assembly No. 9 
of Chicago to place the Cold Blast Feather 
company of that city on the unfair list was 
adopted, it being alleged that the firm men- 
tioned was using labels furnished by mem- 
bers of two suspended local assemblies.

When he 
was in the woods the last week of October 
he showed his eagerness for the coming 
pleasures of the chase by the following note, 
which he left at a lumbering camp for hi 
watchman, Peter Murphy: 

‘‘Mr. Murphy: Iam obliged to goto Michi- 
igamme, but will return on Friday or Sat- 
urday. Be sure and come up Saturday and 
we will have a good hunt, as I know where 
to locate some beauties.’’ 

On Sunday, Nov. 1, Murphy called at the 
camp, which is located in a _ beauti- 
ful region in the heart of the lum- 
ber country, eight miles southwest of 
Michigamme, at the head of Fence Lake. 
Mr. Ingram was absent, “but the camp

showed signs of recent occupation. It was 
well stocked with food, and Mr. Ingram’s 
mittens, gun, and some other articles of 
clothing were there. On the door was pinned 
a note saying: ‘“ Will return shortly.” 


Murphy’s Fruitless Search, 

Murphy went away and did not return un- 
til Friday, Nov. 13. He/found everything 
just as when he first called. The long ab- 
gence of Mr. Ingram puzzled him and he 
made a brief search in the woods. His calls 
were not answered and he'concluded Mr. In- 
gram had abandoned the hunt and gone back 
to the village. 

Murphy sent word on the following Satur- 
day to Mrs. C. Muck, with whom Mr. In- 
gram lodged when in Michigamme, notify- 
ing her of what he had observed. She had 
often known Mr. Ingram to be absent for 
two or three weeks at a stretch and, as she 
knew the season had just opened, she was 
not expecting to see anything of him for 
some time. 

On learning he had not been at his camp 
since Nov. 1 she sent her son, E. G. Muck, 
and other men into the ‘woods to look for 
the missing man. They met with no suc- 
cess and on Monday and Tuesday last the 
number of the searching party was in- 
creased, until finally there were twenty-two 
men beating the woods. 


Camp Evidently Deserted. 


The camp was examined and it was found 
there were no traces cf occupation during 
the last two weeks, Snow had drifted into 
the place from time to time and had setéled 
on the floor and furniture. All the locall- 
ties frequented by* Mr. Ingram were visited 
but without success 

The searchers at first hoped he had been 
led away in chase of game and had gone to 
another camp during the severe weather 
rather than return to his own abode through 
the woods at the risk of losing his way. 

Mrs. Muck telegraphed to Chicago as 
soon as the first searchers reported their in- 
ability to locate the hunter, and on Wednes- 
day morning Lawrence T. Ingram of Chi- 


eago, the son of the missing man, arrived 


at Michigamme. On his arrival at the camp 
he was informed that the body had been 
found a short time before by Fred Schwin- 
deman of Michigamme. 

Schwindemapn, like the others in the search- 
ing party, was wandering through the 
woods looking for evidences of the recent 
presence of Mr. Ingram. His attention was 
arrested by seelne the hunter’s black hat 


The inquest will be held thismorning. The 
general opinion among the woodmen is that 
Mr. Ingram met with an accident and became 
helpless. It is apparent he had been dead at 
nach eighteen days when the body was 

ound. 


Prowess as a Hunter. 


Mr. Ingram was one of the most in- 
defatigable hunters that ever visited the 
wilds of Michigan. He was never so happy 
as when, lost to the world, he was engaged 
in tracking large game. He was a fine shot 
and was proud of his prowess, and woul 
have scorned to carry nothing back to camp 
to attest his success other than his own 
word. It is believed his desire to carry home 
the antlers of the first deer he killed this sea- 
son may have been the cause of his death. 

For more than thirteen years he had been 
camping a great part of the year within 
a few miles of where he met his death. As 
he grew older he seemed more than ever anx- 
ious to get rid of business cares and his hunt- 
ing expeditions became longer and more frer 
quent. 

A few years before the World’s Fair he be- 
gan to wind up his large cheese and commis- 
sion business in South Water street and 
prepared to invest his accumulations in real 
estate. The fair offered many opportunities 
for moneymaking and he determined to 
build and.run a hotel in the neighborhood 
of Jackson Park. He organized a company 
and built the Hotel Ingram, which was one 
of the most successful of the World’s Fair 
hotel ventures. After the fair his attention 


was occupied for a time with plans to re- 


model the structure into an apartment 
building, but this once accomplished he 
again began to frequent the Michigan hunt- 
ing grounds more often and to stay there 
alone or with his son a large part of the 
year. 


His Life in the Woods. 


He built a log cabin when he first began 
to go to Michigan regularly afid had occu- 
pied it ever since when hunting. On his ar- 
rival at the Village of Michigamme he gen- 
erally stopped at the home of. Mrs. C. Muck, 
who with her son, E. G. Muck, runs a gen- 
eral store. If it was too late to tramp out to 
the camp he would stay all night, and every 
week or two he would go back to the village 
to mail and receive letters and to replenish 
his stores. - 

It is an unwritten law among the wood- 
men, who recognized in Mr. Ingram a kin- 
dred spirit, never to pass a camp without 
calling to see if all be well. Without such 
a custom the number of deaths from sick- 
ness or neglect would be great. Mr. Ingram 
lived in a dense forest and far from any 
beaten path, but it rarely happened that 
some one from the village did not pass his 
door every week and carry to his friends at 
Michigamme some word from him. He car- 
ried on a fairly regular correspondence 
with his family, and received and posted 
many letters through such callers. How- 
ever, it was mot generally known this year 
that he had arrived, and this may account 
for his absence from camp remaining un- 
discovered for two weeks. 


Leaves Chicago in Good Spirits. 


He left Chicago the last time early in 
October and was in good spirits at that time, 
so far as his family could observe. He was 
heard from regularly until the end of the 
month. Letters then ceased to come, but 
there was no uneasiness here at first, as he 
sometimes failed tbe for long periods. 

A letter was receivedyesterday by W. T. P. 
Wardrop, son-in-law of the dead hunter, 
describing the discovery of the remains. It 
stated that L. T. Ingram was cxpected back 
in Chicagoon Saturday morning. The funeral 
will take place in the afternoon of the same 
day. Interment will be at Oakwoods, 

Speaking of the death of Mr. Ingram yes- 
terday, Mr. Wardrop said: 

‘*Mr. Ingram was in robust health when 
he was in Chicago last. He was naturally 
vigorous and his outdoor life always kept 
him strong and free from almost every weak- 
ness. He suffered a sunstroke last summer, 
but his mind was not affected in the least 
and we were unaware of it if this accident 
left any impression upon his physique. He 
was 63 years old, though, and it is not im- 
possible he met with some accident while 
carrying the deer home to camp. 


Theory of the Death. 


** He was in good spirits when he left Chi- 
cago, and he had no pressing business cares. 
It is true he had obligations to meet, but they 
gave him no anxiety. I have no information 
tending to show what was thé cause of 
death except the fact the hat was pinned to a 
tree to indicate that he was in distress. I 
think he was either overtaken by the snow- 
vomeb or that he met with some bodily acci- 

ent. .

NATIONAL GRANGE FINISHES ITS WORK 


Several Amendments to the Inter-State 
Commerce Law Are Recom- 
. mended, + 


Washington, D. C., Noy. 19.—The National 
Grange, after being in session for ten days, 
completed its work today. A very elaborate 
report from the Committee on Transporta- 
tion was presented and adopted. It detailed 
many of the complaints against carriers, 
among them “ elevator charges, manipula- 
tion of rates through ‘ milling in transit 
privilege,’ cutting of export rates, so that 
the middleman can ship from the interior 
to the seabord cheaper than the producer; 
the unintelligibility of rate sheets posted at 
railway stations,’”’ etc. The report recom- 
mended several amendments to the inter- 
State commerce law: : 

1. That the procedure of the courts to 
enforce the orders of the commission should 
be confined to the record made up of the 
testimony taken before the commission, and 
the order of the commission should be en- 
forced unless the court shall find in such pro- 
ceedings some material error prejudicial to 
the carrier which furnishes sufficient rea- 
son for refusing to enforce it. 

2. That the Commissioners should have 
power td require, after investigation and in- 
quiry, thay the rates, facilities, or practices 
involved in the vase shall be changed, mod- 
ified, or corrected as specified in the order, so 
that when the commission has determined 
what is unlawful it shall be its duty to pre- 
scribe what is lawful in respect to such rates, 
aru or brace 

3. at uniform classification of freigh 
articles should be established without br bi 
and the Commissioners be required to con- 
form to such classification. Py 

4. That the commission should have power 
to require connecting carriers to establish 
through routes for continuous carriage 
of freights and: make reasonable through 
rates for shipments over such routes, 
ard, in case of disagreement —be- 
tween carriers in regard to divis- 
ion of rate between them, the commission 
should have power to determine the appor- 
tionment of through rates between the sev- 
eral carriers. 

5. That the commission should have au- 
thority and determine and prescribe the 
form, contents, and arrangement of the 
schedules and joint tariffs of rates required 
by the act to be published and filed, and to 
from time to time change such prescribed 
form, etc., as may be found expedient. | 

6. That the charging of higher rates on do- 
mestic traffic than for like service for 
through export or import traffic should be 
distinetly prohibited. : 

7, That the commission should haye au- 
thority to réquire the prompt filing of annual 
and monthly reports by carriers. The com- 
mittee recommends the discussion of trans- 
portation matters generally, and particular- 
ly those arising from time to time in various 
localities in the local granges, and that our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress 
be asked, as occasion may demand, to take 
necessary action for removal of transporta- 
tion abuses by suitable legislation. 

The reciprocity resolution discussed yes- 
terday was tabled because it trenched on 
politics. 


TAKE NO STOCK IN TUBERCULAR GERM 


Chicage Chemists and Physicians Not 
Disposed te Accept Dr. Holme®m . 
Reported Discovery. 


Chicago chemists and physicians are not 
disposed to accept as authentic the reported 
discovery of ,the tubercular germ in the 
blood by Dr.’A. M. Holmes of Denver, Colo. 
They say the matter has been discussed at 
length in the best medical journals, and the 
general opinion seems to be that the value 
of the discovery is still in doubt. 

It is said further that Dr. Holmes has 
failed to demonstrate that the germ is re- 
sponsible for tuberculosis, and it is believed 
by many that germs may be found in the 
blood in connection with the disease without 
being assignable as the cause of it. 

“It has been demonstrated,” Dr. J. H. 
Hollister said, “‘that.the germ discovered 
by Dr. Holmes is capable of control by germ- 
icidal remedies, and until that discovery is 
made a theory of the existence of such 
germs is of no practical value. The vegeta- 
ble parasite which invades the blood and 
causes malarial fever is susceptible to qui- 
nine and similar drugs, and the majority of 
germs may be destroyed or controlled by 
the use of proper remedies. Thebest way to 
demonstrate the existence of the tubercular 
germ is to find something which will destroy 
it witbout injury to the patient.” 


RUCKER DECISION !S REVERSED. 


Grand Lodge of 0dd-Fellows Holds an 
Important Session. 

Springfield, Ill., Nov. 19.—{Special.]—At 
today’s session of the Grand Lodge, Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd-Fellows, what is 
known as the ‘“‘ Rucker case”"’ was settled. 
In 1867 Henry L. Rucker, a member of Duane 
Lodge of Chicago, died. Shortly afterward 
Mrs. Maria Rucker, claiming to be his wid- 
ow, applied for relief. The request was re- 
fused, but on appeal, after several years of 
consideration, the Grand Lodge ordered 
Duane Lodge to pay Mrs. Rucker $100. This 
was in 1887. Duane Lodge failed to comply 
with the order and was threatened with the 
abrogation of its charter. The lodge then 
paid the amount under protest. 

Early in 1893 Mrs. Rucker again applied 
for relief, and was again refused. It was 
now objected that Mrs. Rucker was not a 
woman of good moral character, and that 
Henry L. Rucker ‘at the time of his death 
was not a beneficiary member. Further in- 
vestigation by the attorney of Duane Lodge 
showed that Maria Rucker was divdrce’ 
from og L. Rucker in 1865, two years 
before his death. The grand lodge then re- 
considered the case and reversed its former 


decision.

MUST EITHER STARVE OR BE SLAIN. 


Such Is Weyler’s Latest Order to Cu- 
ban Non-Combatants. 

New York World, Nov. 19: Gen. Weyler has 
issued the most infamous proclamation ever 
jn modern times imposed upon a civilized 
people. 

A whole province will be depopulated by 
hunger and disease if the mandate is obeyed. 
It will swim in the blood of men, women. 
and children if the order is disobeyed. 

The people of Pinar del Rio Province are 
officially doomed. 

Gen. Weyler says that all non-combatants 
in this western end of Cuba must at once 
move into the Spanish garrisoned towns. 
Those who do not and are found in their 
home will be ‘‘ regarded as rebels.”’ 

The order is impossible of compliance. 
All the people of means are already living 
in the towns. But nearly the whole popula- 
tion of the province, the farmers, lost al- 
most all of last season's tobacco crop. To- 
bacco is their sole marketable product. 

They have not tilled their tobacco patches 
since their storehouses were burned. What 
little money they may have saved has since 
gone for salt, cloth, and medicines. The 
wonderful fertility of the land still vields 
enough food for the men, women, and chil- 
dren of the province. But they have no 
money. ' 

Gen. Weylier now orders these people to 
leave their food and to go to the towns, 
Here has been for some time a lamentable 
scarcity of food, amounting almost to a 
famine. 

The Spanish Government has already con- 
fessed its inability to feed the refugecs 
from a ten-mile strip in front of the trocha., 
Food has been refused them in Mariel;"in 
Guanajay, and in Artemisa. 

Yet Weyler now orders the dense popula- 
tion of .the whole province—approximately 
200 by 80 miles in extent—to face the same 
refusal. : 

The Spanish forces in the field take no 
prisoners. When rebels are encountered 
the Spanish bugles blow a call that has 
marked Spanish methods for centuries. It 
is called “sa Deguella.” It means “no 
quarter.” 

Used against armed rebels. this savage re- 
minder of the dark ages is bad enough, but 
when women and children as well are pro- 
claimed to come under its ban, the General 
who so proclaims surely deserves to be 
called *‘ the butcher.”’ 

The infamous fiat is apt to defeat its own 
ends through its extremity. Framed to 
rob the revolutionists of the quick informa- 
tion as to Spanish movements, which is 
their greatest advantage, this order will 
only spur tke “ pacifico’ courier service 
to greater promptness. 

On the constant lookout for their own 
safety, Pinar’s farmers will only see the 
Spaniards the quicker. 

Still, many families will be surprised by 
the Spanish irregular cavalry, and much 
innocent blood will surely be shed if Wey- 
ler’s order is carried out. That it will be 
goes without saying to all who know the 
General’s control of his officers and men. 

SYLVESTER ScovEL. 

New York, Nov. 19.—Manuel M. Coronado, 
editor of the Cuban patriot newspaper, La 
Discussion, who escaped from Havana in 
the last days of October after Gen. Weyler 
had ordered his arrest, reached New York 
this morning. He brought.with him im- 
portant news for the Junta. He said: 

““Weyler does as he pleases. His latest 
edict is that all persons, men, women. and 
children, who are found outside of the Span- 
ish lines shall be considered rebels and shot 
as such. This edict was published only in 
the official gazette in Havana, which circu- 
lates among Spanish officers and officials 
only. There was no way in which those out- 
side of these circles could learn of the edict. 
There is no railroad to Pinar del Rio from 
Havana, and it is in this province that the 
edict has cost the greatest loss of life. 

“People taken under this edict are 
marched outside the gates of the city and 
shot down by the soldiers. The reports of 
prisoners captured by Weyler are only the 
capture of these poor devils.’’ 


WILL NOT TELL WHO PAYS THEM, 


Witnesses in the Laurada Case Make 
Damaging Admissions. 

New York, Nov. 19.—John Duemer of Phil- 
adelphia, fireman on board the steamer 
Laurada, and Martin Kaspereit, a sailor of 
the same vessel, were witnesses in the 
United States District Court today against 
Emilio Nunez and Capt. Charles B. Dick- 
man, accused of engaging in a hostile cx- 
pedition against the Spanish Governninent in 
Cuba. Duemer testified to witnessing the 
drilling of men on board the Laurada during 
the voyage and also that he saw arms and 
ammunition distributed to the men. ~~ — 

This witness admitted on cross-examina- 
tion that he was and had been for some time 
past receiving $17 a week from sources 
which he could not or would not indicate, 
for which no service was rendered. 

Witness Kaspereit testified substantially 
to the incidents described by Duemer, and 
like him was made to admit on cross-exam- 
ination that he also was receiving pay from 
some mysterious source in Philadelphia for 
services which he could not describe. 


Heavy Shipments of Gold from Cuba. 
The steamer Saratoga reached this port 
today from Havana with $500,000 gold, as- 
signed to Muller, Schall & Co. The recent 
receipts of gold from Cuba have been very 
heavy. It is believed itis sent by the wealthy 
Cubans or Spaniards living there, who are 
anxious to get their hard cash out of harm’s 
way, no matter which side comes out vic- 
torious in the struggle there. 
Gen. Weyler Said to Be Advancing. 
Official correspondence from. Madrid re- 
ceived in this city today reads as follows: 
“The revolutionary centers of activity in 
Pinar del Rio, Cuba, are between Candel- 
aria, Mariel, and Bahia Honda. Gen. Wevy- 
ler is advancing steadily in the hills of that 
province. A number of prisoners have been 
taken. They were in a destitute condition. 
Maceo continues to retreat. He refuses ali 
opportunities to battle.” 


PUT A PRICE ON GEN. WEYLER’S HEA 


— 


Texas Rangers Hope to Earn 85,000 by 
Shooting Him. 

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—The tn- 
surgents have set a price on Gen. Weyler’s 
head, and he wl be taken or killed, Philip 
Carroll reports, if he gets near the insurgent 
lines. 

Mr. Carroll is an agent of a Chicago powder 
ami dynamite firm and has just returned 
from Cuba. He went there on the Dauntless 
expedition and landed with a cargo of amu- 
munition sixty miles from Havana. He had 
letters to Cuban leaders. 

A company of sixty Texas rangers, armed 
with rifles which carry five miles, landed on 
the island three weeks ago, he says, and 
these men are constamtly on the lookout for 
Spanish officers. 

The rifies, needle guns, with wind guagccs 
and telescope sights, weigh twenty-eight 
pounds. The natives cannot use them, but 
an insurgent accompanies each sharpshooter 
and carries a strong field glass. With the 
glass the native scans the country for of- 
ficers. When one is found the ranger gets 
in action with his rifle, firing from a rest. 

These Texans Shoot chiefly from tree tops. 
For every officer they kill, or fatally wound, 
they get $1,000. The man who kills Gen. 
Weyler is to get $5,000. 

Carroll, who left Havana on one of the 
Plant steamships four days ago, says the 
insurgents hoped to kill Weyler this week.

SURGEON IS CRUELLY MURDERED. 


Decapitated and Shot While Attend- 
ing to the Wounded. 

Wilmington, Del., Nov. 19.—{Special. ]— 
Word was received in this city yesterday 
that Dr. Pedro Batencourt, a surgeon in 
the Cuban army, had been cruelly mur- 
dered by the Spaniards about a week ago. 
Dr. Batencourt was caring for a party of 


wounded patriots in a hospital on the line 
of the march of the Spanish army. The lat- 
ter seized and burned the hospital and vcruel- 
ly murdered the Inmates. Dr. Batencourt 
was decapitated and afterwards shot. 

Dr. Batencourt was a graduate of the 
University of Pennsylvania. He was one of 
the promoters of the present rebellion in 
Cuba, and with a handful of men made the 
first dash for liberty in February, 1894. 


THINK THE GOVERNMENT IS OPPOSED 


Bolivia May Not Recognize Insurgents 
as Belligerents. 

Sucre, Bolivia, Nov. 19.—The Chamber of 
Deputies has asked the government for in- 
formation on the project to recognize the 
Cuban insurgents as belligerents in accord- 
ance with a resolution adopted by the Con- 
gress. It is believed the government ifs ad- 
verse to the project. 


Insurgents Lose 500 Men. 
Madrid, Nov. 19.—An official dispatch: re- 
ceived here from Manila says the insurgents 
have been defeated in an engagement with 
the Spanish troops fought at Santa Cruz 
and Angrat, the enemy losing 500 men killed

EXCITEMENT IN THE REICHSTAG. 


Cheers and Counter Cheers Interrupt 
the Brusewitz Debat 

Berlin, Nov. 19.—The proceedings in the 
Reichstag today were more dramatic than 
yesterday. 

Herr Lenzman in an impressive speech 
quoted documents to prove that Brusewitz’s 
victim, Siebmann, was an honorable and 
peaceable man, unlikely to give provocation. 
In passionate tones he declared that after 
Tuesday’s villification of Siebmann’s char- 
acter he owed to the dead man’s memory to 
vindicate his honor in open Parliament. 

Round after round of applause echoed 
through the House, infecting the strangers’ 
gallery with the enthusiasm.

Paris, Nov. 19.—The Journal today says 
it understands that in consequence of the 
debate on the Dreyfus case in the Chamber 
of Deputies yesterday the Minister of Jus- 
tice, M. Darlan, has instructed the public 
prosecutor to reopen the inquiry into the 
affair. 


Defeat for Universal Suffrage. 

In the Senate today the President, M. 
Loubet, submitted to that body the proposi- 
tion of M. Guillemet, adopted in the Chamber 
of Deputies on Wednesday last, to substi- 
tute universal suffrage for the municipal 
councils in the election of the delegates who 
elect Senators. A motion of urgency was 
rejected by a vote of 2f2 to 32. 


FRENCH TORPEDO BOATS COLLIDE. 


One Is Sunk and Its Crew of Sixteen 
Men Is Missing. 

Brest, Nov. 19.—The torpedo boats known 
by the numbers 83 and 61 of the French 
navy came into a collision during the 
maneuvers off Cape de Lachevre. 

The former boat sank and its crew is 
missing. No. 61 was also badly dantaged, 
and was towed here. 

No. 83 was one of a series of thirty-five 
boats, whose complement of men was 
sixteen. Its length was 114 7-10 feet and it 
had a speed of twenty knots. No. 61 is 
slightly smaller, but also has a complement 
of sixteen men. 


SPAARNDAM RUNS AGROUND IN FOG. 
Mishap to the Steamer Ten Miles from 
Rotterdam. 

Rotterdam, Nov. 19.—The Netherland 
American line steamer Spaarndam, Capt. 
Van der Zee, from New York on Nov. 7 for 
this port, grounded in a fog today near the 
small fishing town of Maasluis, on the New 
Maas, ten miles from here. The passengers 
have been landed and the steamer will prob- 
ably be floated at the next high tide.

DRUGGED TO HIS DEATH. 


FRANK P. ARBUCKLE FOUND DYING 
IN NEW YORK. 


Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee of Colorado and a Well- 
Known Denver Business-Man Dies 
Under Circumstances That Indicate 
He Was Poisoned and Robbed of 
His Money—Was Last Seen Drinking 
with Convivial Strangers. 


New York, Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Frank P. 
Arbuckle of Denver, Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic State committee of Colorado, a 
wealthy mine owner, died in the West One 
Hundred and Fifty-second Street Po- 
lice Station before daylight this 
morning. It is certain he was 
robbed, It is strongly suspected he 
was murdered or poisoned by “ knock-out 
drops,’’ administered by ruffilans who im- 
posed upon his conviviality; drank with, 
drugged, and robbed him.. 

After the election Mr. Arbuckle came to 
New York to rest from the labors of the 
campaign and transact some business. His 
wife, ev@én while he died, was on her way 
to join him, A telegram apprising her of the 
sad news reached her at Omaha today. She 
will be here tomorrow. 

The police of New York are earnestly try- 
ing to trace Mr. Arbuckle’s movement # dur- 
ing every moment that passed from 4 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon until he was found 
dying this morning. 

Mr. Arbuckle arrived in this city Nov. 9 
last. He-staid at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
until Nov: 18. Then he accepted the hos- 
pitality of Fred Feigl, editor of the Tam- 
many Times, at No. 238 West Twenty-ninth 
street. 

Mr. Feigi left Mr. Arbuckle at 4 p. m. 
Wednesday. Arbuckle then had plenty of 
money, a handsome gold watch, and a dia- 
mond pin. He wore a light gray overcoat. 

‘‘ Arbuckle was cheerful and full of life,” 
said Mr. Feigl today. “ He was engaged in 
engineering deals involving large sums. He 
was about to close a contract to put concen- 
trators costing $500,000 in mines near Den- 
ver. Mr. Arbuckle was to have held a final 
conference with the firm making the con- 
centrators today. Indeed, they ‘phoned to 
him at my house and asked him to go to their 
office. Mr. Arbuckle met other friends, 
called at Tammany Hall, and went into a 
number of saloons early in the evening, 
crinking with tough characters, inviting 
crowds to drink, and showing a roll of 
money.” 


Reckless Display of Money. 


A man answering Arbuckle’s description 
was in the Atlanta Casino, One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth street and Bighth avenue, at 11 
p. m. Two hours later several men were 
with him and he soon went away with them, 
stupefied, apparently from liquor. He dis-. 
played a large sum of money. The bartend- 
er thought he was the man/after seeing the 
body. 

Policenath Pershinsky of the West One 
Hundred and Fifty-second Street Station 
found Arbuckle on Eighth avenue, two 
blocks south of the Atlanta Casino at 2:45 
this morning. Arbuckle was alive and 
breathing heavily. He lay face down, afew 
feet from the sidewalk. He wore no over- 
coat. When his clothes were searched at 
the station house there was but $1.60 in 
his pockets. The large roll of bills which 
had attracted so much attention was gone. 
His gold watch and chain were gone. His 
diamond pin was also gone. He had neither 
ring nor sleeve-buttons. 

Policeman Bershinsky sent for an ambu- 
lance. A doctor was summoned, but before 
he arrived Mr. Arbuckle was deau. In his 
pockets were several keys, some mining 
shares, and letters. One letter was ad- 
dressed to F. P. Arbuckle, care of the Tam- 
many Times. 

The police awoke Editor Feige, who went 
to the station-house and identified his friend. 
Mr. Arbuckle’s body was taken to an under- 
taker’s. Dr. Ohanlon, Coroner's physician, 
and two other physicians made a post-mor- 
tem examination. 

Dr. O’Hanlon satisfied himself Arbuckle 
was not sandbagged; that if he was mur- 
dered it was by the more insidious “ knock- 
out drops.”” There was no sign of a struggle 
at the place, the dust having not been dis- 
turbed. 

Dr. O’Hanlon found most of Arbuckle’s or- 
gans were unhealthy. The habitual use of 
alcohol had affected the structure of his 
brain. He had “‘a watery brain ’’ and fatty 
degeneration of the heart. But he might 
haveslived long even with these ‘affections. 
He had shown no symptoms of disease. 


Probably Druggeed to Death. 


It was in Arbuckle’s stomach Dr. O’Han- 
lon found reason to believe he was killed 
by | some irritating drug. The walls of the 
stomach, were highly inflamed, and many 
smal hemmorrhages into the stomach had 
occurred. 

The police believe Mr. Arbuckle was 
robbedeafter he fell stupified, or that the 


men who' dosed him held him 
left him to his fate. pou rst 
One letter found on Arbuckle was thought 
by some to indicate a possible motive for 
suicide. The writer, J. Luis Shaefer, {fs 
Treasurer of the Hamilton Bank Note com- 
pany of this city. lie wrote in answer to a 
letter from Arbuckle asking him to make 
further investments in one of the latter’s 
mines. He declines curtly and sharply. crit- 
icises Arbuckle for refusing informatton, 
and intimates there was something crooked 


about the mine. One paragraph of the let- | 


ters says: 

“ Now [I am informed. by. other persons 
who have been making inquiries in refer- 
ence to the mine and Who have applied to 
me.for information that the Caledonia 
mines at Central City are not the property 
of the company and that the Cripple Creek 
mines have not been patented. ’ Now if the 
mines aro not the property of the company 
I would like to know where all the money 
has gone that you have received for stocks 
and where the $6,000 has gone that you claim 
me ag expended out of your personal 

Mr. Schaefer said: ‘‘ I considered him an 
honest man, but one cafried away with en- 
thusiasm regarding his schemes, as mining 
promoters are very apt to be.’’

As Kuown at His Home. 

Denver, Colo., Nov. 19.—[{Special.]—Frank 
Arbuckle was well known as a politician, 
having found favor with the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, and held the position of Reg- 
istrar of the Land Office. He. was not in 
touch with local politics. When Cleveland 
was elected for a second term, Mr. Arbuckle 
was given considerable control over Federa! 
patronage, and was appointed Receiver of 
ane Land Office, with headquarters in this 
city. 

Mr. Arbuckle evidently had a premonition 
of approaching death. About two months 
ago he conveyed all his property to his wife. 
To the notary who executed the papers he 
said that no one ever knew what was going 
to happen and he wanted everything in 
proper shape. He was addicted to drink and 
his conduct was notorious. | 


The news of Frank Arbuckle’s tragic death 
created a sensation on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday. He has frequently stopped at 
Chicago on his way between Denver and 
New York, and several of his mining prop- 
erties were listed on the local mining ex- 
change, of which he was an associate since 
its organizatfibdn. 

He is estimated to have been worth $500,- 
000, and would have been worth more had it 
not been for the many reverses which beset 
the mining business.

MR. WATTERSON’S VIEWS. 

Mr. Henry Watterson’s “ views upon the 
result of the campaign,” telegraphed from 
Paris day before yesterday, include a pre- 
diction that the union between the gold 
Democrats and the Republicans cannot be 
permanent, because “the differences are 
too doctrinal and radical. Mr. McKinley is 
an extreme protectionist. The sound money 
Democrats are sincere revenue reformers.” 

By “ revenue reformers’ Mr. Watterson 
means free traders. He means men who 
wish this country, regardless of the differ- 
ence in conditions, to adopt the English 
revenue system, and levy duties only on 
non-competitive articles, such as tea, coffee, 
tobacco, etc. | 

The-Republican revenue. policy is the ex- 
act opposite of that. The Republicans be- 
lieve sincerely in the raising of money for 
the support of the government by the im- 
position of duties on competitive articles. 


1 Those duties must be high enough to pro- 


duce adequate revenue and at the same 
time cover the difference in labor cost be- 
tween foreign-made and home-made goods. 
That will protect the American wage scale 
against destructive foreign competition. 
Of course, it is impossible to look for 
union between free traders and protection- 


ists, except to meet some great emergency, | 


as was the case thisyear. It is certain that 
the Republicans are not going to turn free 
traders, and the gold Democrats, if Mr. 
Watterson expresses their sentiments cor- 
rectly, are not going to give up their “ rev- 
enue reform ” theories. 

Yet, in view of the experiences of the last 
two years, those Democrats, with Mr. Wat- 
terson at their head, ought to be willing to 
abandon their free trade theories for mod- 
erate protection. Then there could be a 
permanent union of the sound money men. 

The tariff law now on the statute books 


has not been a success as a “ revenue re-- 


form” measure. There has been a con- 
tinuing deficit. If it had not been €or the 
600 protection patches put on the Wilson 
bill by Gorman and his associates there 
would practically have been no revenue 
from customs, 

The Wilson bill as it passed the House 
was not quite what Mr, Watterson and 
those Democrats who think as he does 
wanted. They would have liked a much 
more. radical measure. But if that bill 
had become a law the consequences would 
have been much more serious than those 
which followed the enactment of the bill as 
patched up by Gorman. 

There would have been but little revenue, 
though the imports of competitive goods 
would have been vastly greater. Asa con- 
sequence the competition of the foreign 
‘manufacturers would have been much more 
severe. The American employés in the 
factories and mills would have had to sub- 


mit to a cut of a half in their wages or go. 


without work. 

In either case there would have been an 
issue this year which would have pushed 
the silver question on one side for the time 
being. This year’s campaign would have 
been fought on free trade-protection lines, 
and Mr, Watterson may rest assured that 
McKinley would have received twice his 
present majority. 

The South is the backbone of the free 
trade Democracy. But Mr. Watterson 
must have noticed that ds that section ad- 


vances gradually from purely agricultural | 


to mannfacturing pursuits a protection sen- 
timent is growing up there. That is only 
natural when interests come into existence 
which need protection. 

Ro it will not be as diffieult for the sound 
money Democrats of the South’ to cut loose 
from free trade as it would have been twen- 
ty years ago. But the Republicans are 
more strongly convinced of the mischiev- 
ousness of free trade than ever before.

GOOD START FOR A CABINET. 

The various correspondents of the news- 
papers at Washington and other persons 
who believe they have reason to know the 
facts are busily engaged at the present time 
in fitting out President-elect McKinley with 
his official family. Thisisa customary pro- 
ceeding i in this interim between election and 
inauguration. The number of prophets, 
moreover, is always so large that 
among them they. manage to mention at 
some time for some one of the Cabinet posi- 
tions nearly every man of note in the po- 
litical party which was successful at the 
polls. It has happened, therefore, that, al- 
hough many of these predictions have 
sometimes gone far astray from the reality, 
some of them have proved’ to be true or 
partly true, and one most recently made 
conveys an impressive assurance. 

If this prediction is to be trusted, Mr. 
McKinley has practically decided on mak- 
ing Chauncey M. Depew his Secretary of 
State. On Secretary Depew would devolye 
the duty of conducting the official diplomatic 
correspondence with Lord Salisbury and 
other distinguished foreign Premiers, and 


‘in other respects of sustaining the dignity 


of the important post now held by Secretary 
Olney. No one who is familiar with Dr. 
Depew’s sanguine temperament and ready 
flow of wit or icarning, as the occasion war- 
rants, can doubt that he would place the 
State Department in an environment of 
decorous cheerfulness, and so divert the 
potentates of other nations with his spark- 
ling state communications that foreign 
questions would be no more serious than 
post-prandial repartee. 

According to the same prediction Mark 
Hanna is to be Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. This department needs a good busi- 
ness-man at its head, and certainly Mr. 
Hanna adequately’ comes up to this re- 
quirement. For Secretary of the Interior 
Senator Cullom is down on the list of 
chosen. His name completes the trium- 
virate which the prediction avers has been 
decided on. If these three appointments 
are fixed they comprise a strong nucleys 
about which the rest of the Cabinet can be 
ranged. They are three competent men 
from the three great States of New York, 
Vhio, and Lilinois, which rolled up such mag- 
nificent majorities for the candidate. It is 
a good beginning for the Cabinet and should 


make the task of selecting the other five 
members less difficult, There is an abun- 
dance of excellent material from which the 
President can choose, and among the host 
of eminent Republicans he edn hardly make 
any serious blunder in filling out the — 
inet list.

THE - BAST TOLD TO. BEWARE. 

Mr. Henry Watterson sends across the 
ocean a word of warning to the Vast, He 
bids that section remember what happened 
to the South because it clung to slavery. and 
urges it to beware of the dangers incident 
to the accumulation and ostentatious dis- 
play of riches, He says: 

In its concentration of the wealth of the coun- 
try and in its ostentatious display of this wealth, 
in the gradual cultivation of caste, in the ten- 
dency to hug its vast riches and in the finding of 
means to keep its millions at home, let it be- 
hold a danger it will do well to consider in the 
light of both ancien? and modern history; and if 
it has any real statesmen they cannot put their 
genius and resources to better uses than by the 
construction of policies which will bring them 


alliances and make them friends—policies wise 


and broad, justifying in some measure the un- 
limited accumulations they have been able to 
pile up in such a relatively short compass of 
time. 

By “the Fast” Mr. Watterson cannot 


mean the frigal New-Englanders or the 
sober Quakers of Pennsylvania, who are 
not given to an “ ostentatious display ” of 
wealth. He must have in mind a certain 
class of people living chiefly in the City of 
New York, who are somewhat given to dis- 
playing themselves at horse shows and else- 
where. | 

These people have yachts, and fine houses, 
and costly equipages. They like to give ex- 
pensive entertainments. Sometimes they 
are very foolish in their ostentatious ex- 
travagance, and a plain Kentuckian like 
Mr. Watterson may think a much better 
use can be made of the money squandered 
by these butterflies of fashion. 

It is true that the men who spend their 
money on yachts and in the erection of mag- 
nificent houses and in other ostentatious 
ways do not “ keep their millions at home.” 
They put their money into circulation, and 
sometimes spend so much in that way that 
they bankrupt themselves. Perhaps Mr. 
Watterson would have a higher opinion of 
them if they lived more plainly and used 
their money in running mills and factories 
and producing goods, 

But these men and women of New York 
who offend Mr. Watterson’s severe demo- 
cratic simplicity by their parade of riches 
do not monopolize the wealth of that sec- 
tion which is. generally known as “ the 
East.” They own but a small portion of it. 

It is not correct to say that the owners 
of the wealth of New England, New York, 
New Jersey, and Pennsylvania, which it 
has taken over two centuries to accumulate, 
“hug their vast riches” and try to keep 
them at home. They are and long have 
been ready to lend their capital to the peo- 
ple of any State when reasonably sure of 
getting it back again. 

Eastern capital has improved Western 
farms and built up Western cities. It has 
developed Southern agricultural and manu- 
facturing industries. It has built railroads 
in all parts of the Union. There is nothing 
sectional about Eastern capital. It likes 
to travel when it can do so safely. 

Some of that Eastern capital which went 
West and South never got back home, It 
was swallowed up in unprofitable railroads. 
It disappeared in the semi-arid regions of 
the Far West. If the Populists could have 
their say little of that capital would go 
back East. _ 

Mr. Watterson talks loosely when he 
speaks of “unlimited accumulations piled | 


The accumulations are not unlimited, and 
they are the result of the savings of 250 
years. But during the last census decade 
the Southern and Middie Western States 
had a greater proportionate gain in wealth 
than the Eastern States. Alabama showed 
a greater percentage of increase than New 
York. 

Mr. Watterson seems to have absorbed

It is not important, 
on the other hand jt is only an aggrava- 
tion, to be told there is a tuberculous microbe, 
that he gets into the blood, and not only 
causes tuberculosis but many other dis- 
eases. Ooncede he has discovered him, 
then what is he going te do with him? 
This is where Dr. Holmes stops short. He 
draws the inference that every other doc- 
tor can discov: r him and deal with him, but 
he does not tell how. If the mere discovery 
of the beast would cure incipient tubercnu- 
losis that would be well and gvod, but it 
won't, and hence there is no practical ben- 
efit from the discovery unless some way is 
found of killing him. This appears to be 
one of the limitations of medical science, 
and it is a provoking one, It is simply 
adding to the stock of human knowledge 
as to the number, variety, and destructive- 
ness of microbes in the system, but so long 
as the scientists cannot tell suffering hu- 
manity how to keep the creatures out or 
how to kill them after they get. in their 
knowledge is only vanity and vexation. 


INITIATION ENDS IN A TRAGEDY, 

There are so many ineredible fcatures in 
the reported cause of the death of E. W. 
Curry at Des Moines, Ia., that final judg- 
ment must be suspended until absolute 
corroboration of the details is received. It 
is alleged he succumbed to injuries inflicted 
during his initiation into the Order of Iiks, 
and, although it is admitted the exact facts 
cannot be ascertained, the chief doubt 
seems to be whether he was subiected toa 
succession of electric shocks or was merely 
roasted on an iron seat heated by a gas jet. 
If either of these allegations be true it isa 
matter of slight importance which one it is. 

The main fact appears to be that he was 
subjected to some such process for the pur- 
pose of furnishing entertainment to a com- 
pany of men who were supposed to be his 
close friends. It was expected that the vic- 
tim would- jump when he began to feei the 
heat, and that was where the hilarity was 
to begin. Mr. Curry seems to have been an 
obstinate novitiate and to have refused to 
jump, but he must have betrayed some evi- 
dence of suffering, for, according to the re- 


port, the men about him “ screamed ” and 
.“ laughed ” in glee while the heating appa- 


ratus was turned on in greater volume or 
force, 

One can hardly imagine a more , diabol- 
ical cause for mirth than a man thus being 
tortured. by fire “ until his clothes began to 
burn,” and it is almost inconceivable that 
in a civilized community an incident of this 
character could be possible. “ Of course,” 
says the report, “‘ the men who were manip- 
ulating the gas did not realize what they 
were doing, and thought it was all a joke.” 
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to the iand of the Sultan, which is the only 
large field at present for the diaplay of such 
side-splitting humor, The report 


said to be more or less nervous, 

hardly probable. Men who could “ hold 
the gas jets” so effectively would hardly 
be worried by such a little thing as the fatal 
termination of their excrutiating joviality. 
If they are indeed “ nervous” it must be 
because of a fear that their extremely funny 
diversions will receive a temporary check 
by reason of the result of the latest exhibi- 
tion. 

Mr. Curry throughout his illness is re- 
puted to have regarded the affair as an ac- 
cident, and to have impressed that idea on 
the members of his family. This will not 
be satisfactory to the public, and it should 


cerned. In the interests of justice to alla 
rigid investigation should be made so that 
the Elks may clear themselves of blame if 
that be possible, or be forced to uccept the 
full responsibility for the tragedy if the 
facts prove to be as reported. 


PUNISHING BAD JUDGES OF ELECTION, 

Judge Carter has sent to jail two of the 
election judges in a Fourth Ward precinct. 
One of them was given fifteen days and the 
other twenty. The former absented him- 
self from the polling place while the ballots 
were being counted. The latter was under 
the influence of liquor while the ballots 
were being counted. 

The twenty-day man was also held to the 
Criminal Court on a charge of making 
marks on ballots so as to prevent an inde- 
pendent candidate for the Legislature being 
credited with votes cast for him, 

There have been in the past numerous 
violations of the election law by judges and 
clerks. They have been drunk when on 
duty and have committed other offenses, 
Generally nothing has been done to them, 
even when their misdeeds were votorious, 
As a consequence tough. election officers 
have felt they were safe, no matter what 
they did. 

Judge Carter’s commendable a¢tion will 
do much to dispel that belief, and will make 
‘men who accept oftices under the election 
law feel that they will be punished if they 
violate ‘its provisions, As for the judge 
who was bound over to the Criminal Court 
on the charge of defacing ballots, and thus 
depriving citizens of their votes, he should 
be sent to the penitentiary if his guilt is 
proved clearly.

BRYAN MAKES CONTRACT 10 LECTURE, 


Defeated Popoerat Signs an Agreement 
to Speak Fifty Times for $50,000 
—Can’t Stop Talking. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 18—{New York 
Wools. William J. Bryan is to appear, in 

& short time, on the lecture platform. The 
agreement was signed by him shortly before 
his departure for Missouri, The other party 
to the contact is ¥. E. McBee of Norfolk, 
Va., General Superintendent of the Sea 
Board Air Line railroad. 


The deal was brought about through the 
agency of Alexander Comstock of New York, 
who has been in Lincoln for several days 
for this purpose, 

Mr. Bryan will deliver fifty leoturee, and 
is promised $1,000 per night, a total for his 
fifty nights’ work, if he secures the amount 
agreed upon, of $50,000. This will exceed 
his salary for a year if he had been elected 
to the Presidency, for then an expenditure 
of a large portion of his income would have 
wane ROGHHOREY to maintain the dignity of the 

As Mr. Bryan's engagement will begin In 
December he will have a long start of Mc- 
Kinley in the race for a competency 

The first lecture will ye elivered in At- 
lanta, Ga., early in December. Mr. Rryan’s 
route, as far as it has beén arranged, will 
be, after leaving Atlanta, Jacksonville, Sa- 
vannah, Charleston, Augusta, Birmingham, 
and New Orleans. After leaving the latter 
city he will go through Texas, then on to 
California, and will not reach the cities of

Wooldridge was about five feet in the rear | 


both women leaped from a roof into the 
alley below, a distance of twenty feet, and 
landed in a pile of soft refuse, where they 
sank to their knees. Wooldridge, who was 
close behind, made a flying leap into the air, 
turned half way around and dived head fore- 
most into the pile. He managed to grab the 
dresses of the women as he went down and 
clung tightly to them while they struggled 
to free themselves, Wooldridge sank sev- 
eral feet and for a time feared he would 
smother. 

Lieut. Cudmore and Detective Schubert 
took in the situation at a glance and jumped 
into the pile. Each took hold of one of 
Wooldridge’s legs, and after considerable 
difficulty pulled him from his uncomfortable 
position. The prisoners were locked up at 
the Harrison Street Station, as was also 
Ellen Osborne, who nearly fainted when she 
saw Wooldridge take the fiying leap and 
turn half around while plunging through 
space. 


PROBST CONSTRUCTION COMPANY FAILS 


Makes an Assignment to Gustave 
Wilke, Who Thinks Satisfactory 
Liquidation Likely to Ensue. 


The Probst Construction company made 
an assignment.in the County Court yester- 
day to Gustave Wilke. No statement as to 
the finances of the concern was filed. 

The company had its headquarteis in New 
York City and was one of the largest con- 
cerns of its kind in the country, Among the 
Chicago buildings erected by it are the Coll- 
seum and the Schiller Bullding. Several 
World’s Fair buildings were .built by the 
concern. THe branch offices were in the 
Schiller Building until about a month ago. 

About the Schiller Building nothing was 
known, previous to the assignment, of any 
financial difficulty under which the com- 
pany was laboring. When the offices were 
removed from that building it was stated 
by officers of the company that its business 
was to be concentrated in New York, as 
most of the work the corporation had on 
hand was in the East. 

Assignee Wilke issued a statemcnt to the 
effect that the representatives of the com- 
pany assured liquidation would result satis- 
factorily to the creditors and that the cause 
of the failure was the stringency of the 
money market and certain mechanics’ liens 
and an attachment unjustly leviefl in New 
York, Mr Wilke said he had no figures 
on the assets and liabilities,

After a day and night of fearful suffering 
little Anton Reichenbach, the 2-year-old son 
of F. Reichenbach, a tailor, No. 1690 North 
Robey street, died yesterday morning of 
hydrophobia, the result of having been bit- 
ten by a stray dog some time ago.

WORK IN STAGG’S FAVOR.

ORGANIZED OPPOSITION TO CHANGE 
IN ATHLETIC CONTROL. 
. ‘ " 


Plan Which Was Approved by an Over- 
whelming Vote Wednesday Now Re- 


pudiated by Many Students—Coun- 


ter-Petition Circulated Alleging 
Misrepresentation in the Original 
Scheme and Suggesting New Play, 
Which Will Be Presented Today. 


- 


Students at the University of Chicago are 
in a turmoil over the proposed plan for stu- 
dent control of athletics, which was sup- 
posed to have been adopted Wednesdays, 
The Stagg faction has organized its cohorts 
and is now in the field for a game fight. 

A. counter petition has been drawn up by 
those who arg opposed to the scheme passed 
upon last Wednesday and last night the pro- 
moters of the new proposition were busy ob- 
taining signatures. It is a fact there is a 
strong sentiment at the university in favor 
of Stagg and his czarship in things athletic, 
and the new movement is bringing it out. 

The originators of the petition assert the 
other plan was passed by the students !2- 
cause they had not taken the trouble to in- 
vestigate matters for themselves and be- 
cause false representations were made to 
them by the prime movers in the scheme. 
They do not hesitate to speak strongly of 
the lack of good faith on the part of certain 
promoters of the former plan, and in the in- 
troduction to the new petition some sharp 
statements are embodied. The inzroductior 
follows: 


Alleges Misrepresentation. 


The movement for student control of ath- 
letics, after once having been defeated in 


the spring quarter, has been suddenly re- 
'vived. The petition proposed to the division 


meetings was not the outcome of a popu- 
lar movement, but originated with a féw 
students, and, as shown by the action of 
the colleges in the spring quarter, does not 
represent the general sentiment of the stu- 
dent body. The vote on the petition taken 
at the division meetings was hasty, with- 
out due discussion, no signatures to the pe- 
tition being secured, and in most cases the 
students being ignorant of the full nature 
of the document for which they were vot- 
ing. It was represented by one of the pro- 
moters of the plan that the proposed mane- 
gers would not be empowered to arrange 
schedules, whereas the said petition dis- 
tinctly provides that managers “ shall per- 
form the general funetion of business man- 
agers of their respective teams in arranging 
schedules and details of games.’’ The vote 
of the division was taken with this m‘™ n- 
derstanding still existing. Further, it was 
represented that the proposed plan of “ stu- 
dent control’ was heartily favored by the 
football team, which is contrary to fact. 

The petition proceeds t6é set forth other 
grounds for objection, as follows: 

The underlying motive of the petition is 
not **‘ student representation,”’ but “ student 
control.”’ | 

It provides unequal representation in that 
it allows the 440 undergraduates two rep- 
resentatives and the 500 graduate students 
only one representative. 

It practically precludes additionally pop- 
ular nominations in the colleges by requir- 
ing a prohibitive minimum of petitioners. 

The method of filling vacancies is unde- 
sirable, inasmuch as all vacancies should be 
filled by popular choice. ° 

The proposed change to student manage- 
ment is too sudden and radical and undesira- 


ble. 


During the short period since the founding 
of the university the athletics have reached 
a standard of excellence never before at- 
tained by any similar institution in the same 
time. 

._The confusion which would result in the 
numerous changes of management and con- 
sequent irregularity of policy would be det- 
rimental to the best interests of athletics. 

The business management of the team can 
be conducted more expeditiously and eco- 
nomically by a single manager than by seV-; 
eral, ) 

The petition then presents a new scheme 
for athletic control. In this scheme no men- 
tion whatever is made of student managers 
for the athletic teams, the stress being laid 
on an increase of student representation’ 
on the Board of Athletic Control. It is 
proposed that there skall be one student 
representative each from the junior and 
senior colleges and one from each of the pro- 
fessional schools as they exist now or shall 
exist hereafter. As the university is now 
constituted this plan calls for four stu- 
dent representatives on the Board of Ath- 
letic Control. 


Work for New Plan. 


The instigator§ of the new move have gone 
about their work carefully and in a business- 
like manner, and are determined to render 
null and void the former plam They are 
confident in their claims that the vote of the 
day before is not Indicative of the student 
feeling, and the way the students are flock- 
ing to the new standard would seem to bear 
out their claim. Many of those who voted 


. for the former plan now say they did so be- 


cause they were told that Stagg heartily ap- 
proved it and because they were led to be- 
lieve it would in no way interfere with 
Stage’s prerogatives. Many of those, also, 
who favor the dethronement of Stage now 
see the weakness of the scheme for student 
control, and are lending their support to the 
new cause, 

It is the Intention to get as many signers 
as possible to the new petition and to present 
it to the faculty as proof positive the stu- 
dents do not favor the former scheme, not- 
withstanding their vote in its favor. "Phe 
petition will also be brought up today in the 
mass-meeting of the graduate school, called 
for the purpose of passing on the other plan, 
and it is expected the meeting will be stam- 
peded for the new move. 

Graduates cannot fail to favor the new 
Plan as it now stands, for it gives them one 
more representative on the board than the 
other scheme, and an additional representa- 
tive is added for every new professional 
school coming into the university. This last 
point is the only one that has been called 
weak so far, for in time, as law and medical 
schools are added to the university, the bal- 


ance of power will be held by the er 
schools. M * graduate

SAYS BLIND , WILL SEE. 


EDISON'S PROFOUND) FAITH IN THE 
MARVELOUS X RAYS. 


Expects That by Their Use This As- 
tounding Result Will Be Reached 
im Three Years—Experiments with 
Two Men Whose Eyes Have Been 
Sightless for Years Prove Gratify- 
ing Successes—Both Catch Glimpses 
of the Light. 


New York Journal, Nov. 18: ‘“‘ The blind— 
that class that cannot see, but whose optic 
nerves are still intact, will be made to see, 
and that within three years. I do not mean 
that they will be enabled to read, but it will 


be possible for them to distinguish persons , 


and things.”’ : 

Prof. Edison looked happy a8 he made this 
startling announcement in his laboratory in 
West Orange on Monday night. He had 
just concluded a series of experiments on 
two men who have been blindforyears. By 
means of the X rays, held before the eyes of 
the men, they declared that for the first time 
since they had been stricken they had been 
able to perceive the light. For two hours 
Edison was busy with the experiments. and 
when the blind men left him, after making 
an appointment to visit him soon again, 
they thanked him again and again, and 
prayed that he would be successful. 


Making thé Blind to See. 


The men who had visited the Wizard were 
Jacob Mahrbacher of No. 24 College place 
and Otto Kallensee of No. 130 South Orange 
avenue, Newark. When they walked into 
the laboratory Mr. Edison heard the story 
of their affliction, and then went to work. 
Mahrbacher was the first to be tried by Mr. 
Edison. 

The light was flashed before his eyes and 
gradually the operator turned on the X ray 
current stronger and stronger. Finally, as 
the strongest light was reached, Mahrbacher 
tremblingly announced that he could see a 
glittering substance. Mr. Edison’s face 
brightened, and again the tube was changed. 

Kallensee then stood before the X ray and 
gazed unblinkingly at it for some time. An- 
other light was thrown, and with almost a 
sob the man cried: | 

“Tecan see alight. It’s burning now, 
it? I can see.”

after working for two hours Mr. Edison 
concluded to postpone his experments for a 
time. As the men left him he said to them: 

“Don’t be discouraged, men. I know it is 
awfully hard to_be blind, but we will find a 
cure for you yet.” 

Devoted to the Work. 

He afterward expressed himself as highly 

pleased with the outcome of the experiments, 

ing: 
ey shall now devote myself to a specially 
prepared X ray that will, I feel sure, answer 
the purpose. Of course, I do not claim that 
those blind will be.enabled to read, but they 
may distinguish persons and things. Con- 
stant research is being made in this field, 
and I doubt not that wonderfal results will 
be attained. I will rig up a tube to be run 
in ice cold water that will be especially 
adapted to these men’s needs, and I feel 
confident of success.”’ 

When Dr. Peck of the New York Eye and 
Ear Infirmary heard of Mr. Edison’s experi- 
ment and statement he said: 

“T don't like’ to discuss this matter. In 
the first place, I do not know the nature of 
the blindness with which the men on whom 
the experiment was tried were afflicted. 
Possibly there are some cases in which Mr, 
Edison’s discovery may prove available. 
There are cases where the patient may be 
afflicted with a loss of vision where the con- 
nection between the nerves and the brain 
is all right. There are numerous cases 
where we can see no reason why the person 
should not see; the optic nerve is all right 
and the brain connection is good, yet the 
person cannot distinguish objects. In such 
an instance Mr. Edison’s discovery may 
prove beneficial. Then, again, there may be 
instarces where the patient cannot see an 
ordinary light, but could clearly distinguish 
the glare of the X rays. When atrophy of 
the nerve is present I do not think Mr. Edi- 
son’s cure will amount to anything, for in 
that case the hope of restoring sight would 
be in vain. 

‘‘T do not like to discuss this matter, how- 
ever, as I do not know the subjects, and I 
don’t suppose Mr. Edison knew what caused 
their blindness. There are so many causes 
for blindness, and while in some cases it can 
be cured, in others it is impossible to restore . 
the sight. There is no reason why the pa- 
tient should be able to distinguish a red 
light quicker than a white one. I sincerely 
hope that Mr. Edison has discovered what 
will benefit the blind. I would not be sur- 
prised at anything he does, and it is possible 
‘that he is working in the right direction.” 


BLIND SAW THROUGH A BOARD. 


Dr. Elwert Witnessed a Wonderful X 
Ray Test in San Francisco. 

New York, Nov. 17.—{Editor New York 
Journal.}]—I read with the most intense in- 
terest the news regarding the X ray experi- 
ments with the blind. I have just returned 
from San Francisco, and while there learned 
that experiments were being very quietly 
conducted, on those lines, at: the German 
Hospital. I went there with a local phy- 
sician, a friend of mine, and witnessed one 
of the tests. I went in a very incredulous 
mood, but I left a full convert, for I actually 
saw the blind see. 

The experiment was upon a young man, 3 
German, 20 years of age, who had been 
blind for seven years. There was no doubt 
as to his being actually blind. That was first 
fully demonstrated, The rays were tried. 
and at first without success. That made me 
incredulous; and then came the most amaz- 
ing feature. 

Between the object that he was to see and 
his eyes was placed a pine board two inches 
in. thickness. Then he actually made out 
the object, which was of very irregular 
shape. Next a cube was placed in position, 
and, looking through the board, he de- 
scribed it as being something with four cor- 
ners. 

The tests had been made with the aid of 
the fluoroscope. Next a different arrange- 
ment was made, with the fluoroscope be- 
tween the subject’s eyes and the light. A 
big ifon comb was placed before him, and 
after a short time he described it as some 
kind of a musical instrument with teeth. 

It was marvelous. I have great hopes of 
future developments of the greatest possible 
importance along this line. But it all de- 
pends on the optic nerve. If that is entirely 
destroyed I do not think there can be the 
slightest hope. If that is not destroyed the 
blind, I feel confident, may all see. 

Why the young man could see better 
through a board than without it is a mys- 
tery that I cannot pretend to explain. But 
it.is a subject of mysteries. I do not think 
that the explanation can in any way be liks 
a near-sighted man’s seeing better through 
glasses.

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Hooper has triumphed in his fight with the 
combine in the City Council. The State 
Court of Appeals in a decision rendered to- 
day reversed the decision of the Baltimore 
City Court, which had. declared valid or- 
dinances passed by the City Council de- 
priving the Mayor of his power of appoint- 
ment. The decision is regarded as a victory 
for good municipal government and a defeat 
of the spoilsmen. 

The contest has been waged since Mayor 
Hooper made his appointments last Feb- 
ruary. The Republican reform Mayor re- 
fused to appoint to office men named by the 
politicians and the Republican Council’s 
combine. 
crats in important positions, such as that 
of Health Commissioner. The combine con- 
trolling the Council refused to confirm his 
appointments and passed ordinances taking 
away his appointing power. Then the com- 
bine elected politicians and party workers 
to every one of the offices. The Mayor re- 
fused to sign the ordinances, and a lengthy 
battle in the courts followed. 

Meanwhile nearly a thousand Democratic 
clerks and officeholders have continued in 
their positions in the City Hall. 

Under the Court of Appeals’ rulimg many 
of them will continue in office in accordance 
with the Mayor’s civil service reform views.

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CITY WILL HAYE 300 NEW PRECINCTS 


Heavy Vote at the Recent Election 
Will Increase the Cost of the 
Next by 890,000. 


The heavy vote of the recent election will 
compel a new apportionment of the election 
precincts over a large part of the city. It 
will be necessary to create about 300 new 
precincts, making in all something over 
1,200. “f' 

The increase in voting in some of the pre- 
cincts was most remarkable Particularly 
is this true in the outlying wards—the 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, Thirtieth, 
Thirty-second, Thirty-third, and Thirty- 
fourth. In some of the larger precincts of 
these wards the polling strength was proven 
to be more than double what it was esti- 
matéd to be a year or 80 ago. 

A notable instance is the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct. of the Twenty-fifth Ward, which 
polled 805 votes. The Eleventh Precinct of 
the Thirty-second Ward polled 752 votes. 
The Fourteenth Ward has eight precincts 
that polled more than 500 votes each. 

The requirements of the election law are 
that the polling strength of each precinct 
shall be as near 300 as possible, and that 
when it has reached 450 there shall be a re- 
apportionment. Chief Clerk Powell of the 
Election Commission says he will not at- 
tempt to redivide all which cast 450 votes. 
Those which approach. a voting strength of 
500 will take up all the available time be- 
tween this and another election. 

The increase in precincts will involve a 
corresponding increase in the expense of 
election. Each precinct costs the city $300 
on election day; and 300 more will add ap- 
proximately $90,000 to thé $275,000 which the 
last election cost the city.

Seven indictments against counterfeiters 
and persons accused of passing counterfeit 
coin were returned yesterday by the Federal 
grand jury. The most important was the 
one voted against Francis B. Brown, former- 
ly a ticket seller of the Lake Street Elevated 
road, accused of making counterfeit 25-cent 
pieces and passing them on patrons of the 
road.

advertiser.”’ 

In the latest scheme of art manufacture 
there is no shading or drawing to be done, 
therefore it is not necessary for you to be 
experienced or.to have any artistic ability. 
It makes no difference what you are accus- 
tomed to do, if. you can read you can learn 
it in a couple of hours. The photos are fur- 
nished by the art company for copying and 
must all be returned by express with the 
copy. You must pay all express charges. . 

The average work of a beginner is said to 
be abcut five pictures a day, at 50 cents each, 
while an expert can make nine or ten. 

If you haven’t time to work by daylight 
you can work in the evening; any light will 
do—daylight, lamp, gas, or electric—just so 
you send the money order for first install- 
ment of work and printed instructions; also 
inclose stamp if you wish any further infor- 
mation or particulars. * 

After doing three or four dozen pictures 
you will receive vour first payment back 
again, together with wages for the work 
accomplished. Perhaps you may get tired 
of this kind of work before you make so 
many pictures, in which case you are out 
just so much money. If you show marked 
ability it is preferred that you work on a 
steady salary, in which case you are ex- 
pected to do extra work in the way of fold- 
ing circulars, addressing envelopes, and an- 
swering letters of inquiry from people in 
the surrounding territory 

You are assured that you will be surprised 
at your own work and will admit you have 
never seen anything to equal it; that the 
uninitiated could not possibly imagine how 
it is done. 

One is tempted to suspect that this rapid 
work done by people without the least idea 
of art perspective or focus must be similar 
to the work displayed by way of advertise- 
ment in some cheap store windows nowa- 
days, where they give you a complete and 
perfect likeness of yourself while you wait. 


MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES. 


Prices and Supplies of Fruits and Pro- 
visions Among the Dealers in 
South Water Street. 


The style of weather whieh has prevailed 
of late has been calculated to damage fruit 
in the market, and some of it will have to be 
sold cheap South Water street orange mer- 
chants with stocks from Jamaica‘ are wor- 
ried and have made some concessions in 
prices. These oranges may be a trifle over- 
ripe when they reach the grocers’ hands, 
but they can be sold at prices cheap for this 
season of the year. Mexican oranges are 
the best of that kind of fruit in the market 
at present. 

A car of fine pineapples arrived from Flor- 
ida. They were grown in hotbeds and are 
the choicest received this year. The whole- 
sale price was $2.50 a dozen. 

Quinces are cheap. Fancy fruit can be 
bought at $2 a barrel, while small lots cost 
considerably higher in proportion. 

The.best Duchess pears come in kegs 
which sell in South Water street at $1.25 
and $1.35. Cranberries are low in price con- 
sidering the shortage in the crop. 

The finest quality of berries—namely: The

A resolution was introduced early in the 
morning: “Topreserve the Jewish Sabbath in 
its pristine purity.” One delegate wanted to 
know how people in factories could keep 
their positions and refuse to work on the 
Jewish Sabbath. Another was grieved and 


shocked “to hear a suggestion that the. 
Jewish Sabbath be completely wiped out.” 


“You're out of order. We're not here for 


theological discussion,” said President Mrs. 
Hannah Solomon. But they were. It had 
grown out of Mrs, Frank's paper on Wednes- 


day evening wherein she advocated that 
those who for business or other reasons 

- e Saturday should observe 
the Christian Sabbath. Mrs. Frank took 


the floor in her own defense, and a warm 
general debate followed, the feeling stirred 


up by it running over into the election of 
officers. 


The Nominating committee named Mrs. 


Solomon for a second term as President, and 
eulogies sounded by the speaker were inter- 


rupted by ** Let’s elect her by acclamation,” 


and by great applause. 


Mrs. Mendola De Sola of Montreal, whose 


husband is one of the pillars of orthodoxy in 
Canada, indorsed it; saying: ‘ If this coun- 
cil stands for anything it stands for Judaism. 
I cannot but think our loyalty to the law 
makes it impossible for us to vote for any 
President of this council who does not con- 
secrate the seventh day as the Sabbath. I 
declare for God.’’ 


**So do I,” interpolated Mrs. Solomon, 
‘** And,” went on Mrs. DeSola, “* I nominate 
Mrs. Minnie D. Louis of New York.”’ 

Mrs. Louis made vehement protest and 
eulogized Mrs. Solomon as a woman who 
always observed the Sabbath. 

Mrs. Solomon said she allowed nobody to 
interfere with her as to what day she set 
apart for the Sabbath. ‘“ I consecrate every 
day in the week as the Sabbath.’ There was 
great cheering after this remark. The Pres- 
ident was reélected by acclamation except 
for Mrs. DeSola’s dissenting vote. Other 
officers elected are: First Vice-President, 
Mrs. Julius Beer, New York; Second Vice- 
President, Mrs. E. Mandel, Chicago; Record- 
ing Secretary, Miss Gertrude Berg, Philadel- 
phia; Corresponding Secretary, Miss Sadie 
American, Chicago; Treasurer, Mrs. Carrie 
M. Wolff, Chicago. 

At the forenoon session a delegate offered 
a resolution sympathizing with the Armeni- 
ans who suffer from religious persecution. 
This provoked a great deal of discussion. 
Mrs. Frederick Nathan said there was a 
great difference of opinion as to whether the 
Armenians were persecuted or not. 

“A great many people are of the opinion,” 
said she, ** that the Armenians have brought 
all the trouble on themselves through polit- 
ical intrigue, and I don’t think it is the prov- 
ince to decide who is to blame.” 

After some more discussion the resolution 
was tabled. 

Another resolution was introduced ex- 
pressing the gratitude of the Jewish women 
in America at the improved condition of 
their coreligionists in Russia. 

For the next convention of the council 
invitations have been received from Denver 
and Mémphis. The sentiment of the dele- 
gates appears to favor Denver. 

The council and delegates were enter- 
tained by the New York section at a re- 
ception at Sherry’s, The large assembly- 
room was crowded when Mr. Kohut wel- 
comed the delegates in a felicitous speech. 
After several musical numbers an addres; 
was delivered by Joseph Jacobs of London, 
who. touched upon the subject of Jewish 
ideals. ‘The closing address by Mrs. Solo- 
mon was couched in feeling language and 
after it waS all over she was husged and 
kissed by half of the sisters.

Céntinued heaviness in corn weighed down 
all speculative produce markets. For the 
last three days the burden of new corn grad- 
ing mostly No. 4 has been pressing forward 
with weakening influence, and yesterday 
the price of that, variety declined 2c in addi- 
tion to 2c loss the previous day, bringing the 
price down to lfc. The elevator concerns 
do not want it, and consequently it depends 
for an outlet practically on two buyers. 
This drags everything else on the corn list 
down. Never before has the pressure of new 
corn been so burdensome. In former years 
farmers have been accustomed generally td 
sell most of the early corn on the cob, and 
@ good percentage of it lodged in cribs till 
it went through its *‘ sweat ” and was capa- 
ble of grading No. 2 or No. 3. This year 
farmers are selling it shelled and rushing it 
out. Outside of favored localities in Illinois 
the country banks are not yet letting out 


- money freely to. crib the corn, and so the 


farmers are obliged to sell. The appearance 
of the present cold snap may help matters, 
as it will have a tendency to make the corn 
grade higher, so that the elevator concerns 
and shippers chn take hold of it. Several 
ecalpers in the wheat trade were in\the corn 
pit selling yesterday, considering corn an 


easy mark under present conditions, 


“Corn Has but Few Friends. 
Recelvere and commission houses also sold 
Patten and Updike each sold about 
a quarter million bu.

BROKERS TAKE A DISPUTE TO THE 
GOVERNING COMMITTEE.

beara Is Called Upon to Settle Differ- 
ences Between Raymond, Pynchon 
& Co. and A. 0. Slaughter & Co.—De- 
cision Is for Slaughter—Strawboard 
Is Said te Be Prosperous and to 
Have Increased Orders-—Gold Re- 
serve Centinues to Grew. 


Raymond, Pynchon & Co. and: A. QO. 
Slaughter & Co. have been in dispute over 100 
shares of a 200-share lot Diamond Match 
stock sold to Raymond-Pynchon by Slaughter 
just previous to the Moore failure and the 
closing of the exchange. The stock was 
bought for the account of. the Moores, who 
‘were unable to take it, and a dispute arose 
between the buying and the selling brokers 
as to the settlement of the trade. The 


dispute got beyond the two firms, and was 
‘taken to the Arbitration committee of the 


Stock Exchange. There was a decision there 
in favor of Slaughter & Co., but Raymond- 
Pynchon were not satisfied, and the case 
was appealed to the Governing commit- 
tee, which after a full hearing decided it 
could not go back of the substitution sheet, 
‘and its decision was in favor of Slaughter & 
Co. 

Raymond, Pynchon & Co.’s coritention was 
that Slaughter & Co. had refused to settle 
the trade on compromise figures, which 
were satisfactory to the customers for whom 
Slaughter & Co. were trading. They claimed 
that after the failure of the Moores the 
question of a settlement arose, and that 
Slaughter & Co. announced their principals 


were Robert Giendenning & Co. of Phila- 


delphia, and the whole matter had been re- 
ferred to the principals. Mr. Raymond says 
shortly after this Mr. Slaughter said 100 
shares had been sold for McIntyre & Ward- 
well of New York, and the remaining 100 
shares for Glendenning & Co.. Mr. Raymond 
claims that later Mr. Slaughter told him 
100 shares were sold for McIntyre & Ward- 
well, and the remainder for two private cus- 
tomers. Raymond, Pynchon & Co. tried to 
locate the’ customers who had sold fifty 
shares each through Slaughter & Co., and 
thought they had done so. These customers 
announced the terms on which they were 
willing to have the trades settled, and or- 
ders to this effect were given to Ray- 
mond, Pynchon & Co. on Slaughter & Co, 
Slaughter & Co., however, would not settle 
according to these orders, and Mr. Raymond 
says that for the first time Slaughter & 
Co. announced all the stock had come from 
McIntyre & Wardwell. The two firms not 
being able to agree the matter went to the 
Arbitration committee of the Stock Ex- 
change, and afterwards to the Governing 
committee. Neither the Arbitration com- 
mittee nor the Governing committee would 
go back of the substitution sheet. Yesterday 
a compromise was effected, it was claimed, 
between the two brokerage houses. 


Strawboard Said to Be Prosperous. 


Announcement was made yesterday in 
financial circles that there would be some 
information of interest in Strawboard with- 
In the next few days. Strawboard, how- 
ever, never seems to respond to the rumors 
of prosperity which are set afloat period- 
ically regarding it. Within the last week 
Strawboard has sold above 40, but yesterday 
it opened at 37%, went off to 387, ald close: 
at 38. There were sales of only 200 shares. 
Strawboar is said to be in good condition 
and officials of the company are hopeful as 
to the future of the company. The _ de- 
bentures are being paid under the opera- 
tion of the sinking fund and it is said no 
additional indebtedness has been incurred. 


‘The company is doing a good business at 


present and profits are said to have in- 
creased materially during the fall months. 
The company has now on hand orders for 
enough strawboard to keep the mills busy 
for some time. ‘The increase in ‘trade, which 
has come in many lines, has had a direct ef- 
fect upon ‘sales of strawboard. All the 
houses which have received incrcases in 
orders are to a more or less extent users of 
paper boxes, and the use of paper boxes 
means the consequent increase in the 
amount of. strawboard needed to supply 
them. 

All the markets were weak yestc: day and 
declines were shown in a number of active 
stocks. Some of this was regained, how- 
ever, before the day’s trading ended. Dia- 
mond Match suffered more than aiiy other 
stock, opening at 125% and selling off to 
125, both for regular and account stock. It 
sold up again to 129%, but the ciose was 
weak at 126 regular and 128 acceunt. New 
York Biscuit opened at 59%, advanced to 
60, and went off at the close ati0% Lake 
Street was in iittle demand and the stock 
sold at 21% and 21%, while the trust certifi- 
cates sold at 18% anc 18%. 


Gold Reserve Is Still Growing. 


The gold reserve continues to show gains 
as a result of gold coming out of hiding. At 
the close.of business yesterday the gold re- 
serve stood at $126,526,600, an increase of 
$466,230 from the figures of the preceding 
Gay, or a gain of nearly $15,000,000 from the 
low point preceding the election. The re- 
serve continues to grow .in a way that is 
pleasing to those who are interested in seeing 
money become more plentiful, and by those 
who desire to see market values advance. 
As a result of the increase in the gold re- 
serve money has become much easier in 
all parts of the country. In New York 
money is going begging at from 4% to 5 per 
cent. There was timé money to be had yes- 
terday at 4 per cent, but 4% per cent was the 
ruling rate for six months’ loans. Boston is 
getting comparatively cheap money, too, 
but in Chicago, where money is much more 
plentiful than it was before election, the 
rates have not shown any considerable de- 
crease. Six and 7 per cent are the rates on 
the ordinary. loans. Vice-President Forgan 
of the First National Bank says: ‘‘ We are 
now loaning money at 6% per cent, but it is 
doubtful if this rate can be maintained. 
Deposits have been gradually increasing, but 
there has been no special increase in loans. 
Everybody wants money, but large amounts 
are not in demand. Looking at the line of 
borrowers one would be led to think there is 
a heavy demand, but by inspecting the books 
it is found that the total amount is not 
large.”’ 

Ali of the dealers in bonds are reporting an 
active demand for this form of security. The 
business is not up to what it was two years 
ago, but it is far ahead of that of last summer 
and of the months preceding the election. 

The Milwaukee and Chicago Brewing company 
has followed the example of the Chicago Brewing 
and Malting company and has declared a dividend 
of 4 per cent upon the preferred stock of the com- 
pany. The dividend ts payable Nov. 28. The com- 
pany is behind in its dividends on preferred stock 
and it was expected an interim dividend of 4 per 
cent would be declared. This has not been done 
so far and it-is said the earnings of the last six 
months of the year will not justify dividends of 
more than 5 per cent for the present year.

RECEIVES A HARD BLOW. 


. Result May Be a Boomerang Upon the 


Central Passenger Committee, for 
the Traveling Men Whe Have 
Sought for This Recognition Are 

' Angry and Ready to Work for the 
Enactment of Maximum Two-Cent 
Fare in the Various States. 


Notwithstanding the fact that a con- 
certed movement is now being made by the 
commercial travelers and others who are 
compelled to travel much to secure the en- 
actment of laws by the Legislatures in the 
various States making the maximum rate 
to be charged by the railroads 2 cents a mite, 
yet no inclination is shown by the railroad 
officials to make any concessions whatever 
to these men. 

The proposition to issue a 5,000-mile inter- 
changeable ticket at a net rate of $100 was 
knocked out at a meeting of the Central 
Passenger committee yesterday. There is 
still a probability, however, that after fur- 
ther deliberation. today a 8,000-mile inter- 
changeable ticket may be agreed upon. But 
present indications are that even this slight 
concession to the commercial travelers will 
be denied. 

Regret is expressed by commercial men 
that the railroads should refuse to grant 
privileges to traveling men who sper.d most 
of their time on the railroads, which are gen- 
erally accorded to meetings and conventions 
of little importance. No further concessions, 
the traveling men say, will be asked from the 
railroads. The traveling men say that from 


now on they will work with all their might 


to secure the enactment of. laws in the va- 
rious States fixing the maximum fare ai two 
cents a mile. This they say is more than 
most of the roads now get out of their paxz- 
senger business. As it is passengers and 
travelers have to pay exorbitant rates to help 
the passenger departments in maintaining 
the numerous-abuses now in vogue. 

That the travelers and commercial men 
are not making idle threats, as railroad ofi- 
cials think, is shown by the report in Tus 
TRIBUNE yesterday that a committee of lead- 
ing merchants, traveling men, and lawyers 
of Chicago had gone to Springfield to urge 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
to take cognizance of the discrimination 
practiced by the railroadsin making passen- 
ger rates and to issue an order fixing the 
maximum rate to be charged in this State 
at two cents a mile. The reason given for 
making this appeal is that within the last 
year it had been clearly demonstrated that 
the roads could carry _agpenae gata for much 
less than two cents a mile and mak? money. 

In Michigan still greater danger confronts 
the railroads. Gov.-elect Pingree has an- 
nounced that he wants a rate of two cents 
a mile on all roads without any book, and he 
will make a fight for it. The Michigan Leg- 
islature once before adopted a law fixing the 
maximum passenger fare in that State at 
two cents a mile. This law, however has 
since been rescinded. It will require but 
little effort on the part of Gov. Pingree to 
secure the re@nactment of that law by the 
Michigan Legislature and he will no doubt 
take. special delight in enforcing it. The 
Michigan Passenger Association is seriously 
alarmed over the prospect. They he.d a 
meeting a day or two ago and discussed the 


advisability of issuing an interchangeable . 


mileage ticket at two cénts a mile net. In 
order to remove from the field of contention 
the great influence of the wholesale mer- 
chants and traveling men, they agreed that 
in case the Central Passefhger committee 
should fail to adopt an interchangeable mile- 
age ticket they would take independent ac- 
tion at their annual meeting Dec. 10.

MONON IS TO BE REORGANIZED. 


Agreement Reached Between the Ol- 
cott Committee and Bondholders. 

New York, Nov. 19.—An agreement has 
been reached between the Olcott Reorganiza- 
tion committee of the Louisville, New Al- 
bany and Chicago railroad and the dissent- 
ing bondholders. 

The basis of the agreement is that the rate 
of interest on the proposed new bonds shall 
be advanced to 6 per cent in respect of 
$4,700,000, which are to be given, bond ‘for 
bond, in exchange for the consols, thus se- 
curing them the same rate of interest as at 
present. 


Southern Tourist Rates Cut Of. 

Notice was given yesterday by the trans- 
Missouri roads of their intention to abolish 
winter tourist rates on and after Nov. 25 
from. their territory to all winter tourist 
points east of the Illinois Central tracks, 
including New Orleans. The only exception 
to this rule will be that tourtst rates to 
Southeastern points will continue to be 
made from Colorado common points, be- 
cause the Denver and Gulf road refused to 
join the others in their action. 


May Not Investigate Railroads. 


The fact that so many executive and 
traffic officials are out of the city has re- 
vived the rumors that the present Federal 
grand jury will investigate alleged violations 
of the inter-State commerce law. The opin- 
ion has been expressed that they have left 
town to evade giving evidence before the 
grand jury. As far as can be learned there 
is no intention of taking up railroad cases 
at this session of the grand jury.

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The new car barn schedule recommended by 
the Executive committee was adopted at the meet- 
ing of the Underwriters’ Association yesterday 
afternoon. This is intended to force the city rail- 
way companies to reduce the area of their barns, 
and lessen the possibilities of large losses from 
fires.

Should the recom- 
mendation of the Executive committee be adopted 
the Chicago City railway will be allowed to use 
the illuminant in its cars under the following 
restrictions: 

Generation on the premises or storage of gas 
except in the car reservoirs is prohibited. 

Cars must be fitted with appliances for the 
control of the gas approved by the association. 

Gas in the car reservoirs must be free from air. 
and carried at a pressure not to exceed 150 pounds 
to the square inch. 

The car reservoirs must be filled outside of the 
building insured, and gas must be carried in 
pipes tested to 300 pounds to the square inch. 

The gas must be cut off outside the building, 
except during the time the cars are being filled.

President James W. Elisworth of the. 
South Park Commissioners fears there is 
serious danger of the Lake-Front Park proj- 
ect falling through owing to inability to se- 
cure the necessary frontage signatures.

President of the Stockmen’s Commis- 
sion Company Explains the Ac- 
tions of the Manager. 


Chicago, Nov. 19.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In your issue of Nov. 8 certain statements 
were published, presumably with my sanc- 
tion, which do a great injustice to Otis F. 
Hall. In the article referred to I am quoted 
as having made very serious charges against 
Mr. Hall, which I did not - make, and am not 
responsible for. In order to do Mr. Hall 
justice and set him right before the public, 
I deem it my duty to briefly state the facts 
about hie connection with me in business, 
which I. trust you will publish, giving them - 
the same prominence you gave the sensa- 
tional charges against Mr. Hall. 

On Oct. 30, 1806, Mr. Hall was an employé 
of the Stockmen’s Commission company, of 
which company I was the President. He had 
been made the financial manager by the 
Board of Directors and had been given full

company at his discretion. From the time 
of the organization of the Stockmen’s Com- 
mission company Mr. Hall was its creditor 
for cash loaned it, varying in amounts of 
from $10,000 to $15,000. The money loaned 
the company was evidenced by the com- 
pany’s demand notes. 

Prior to Mr. Hall’s departure from Chica- 
go, om Oct. 30, 1806, the Stockmen’s Commis- 
sion company owed him $10,000 for cash 
loaned the company by him, evidenced by 
the ©ompany’s three notes for $3,000, $5,000, 
and $2,000 respectively.

pd.ny's checks the discounted note of $5,000 

ui the demand note of $2,000, and by so do- 
iyig he made it impossible for the company 
t(> meet all the demands of the other cred- 
li.ors of the company, whose claims aggre- 
gate about $9,300. While Mr. Hall’s' action 
Yas proven very embarrassing to the com- 
pany, yet I am bound to do Mr. Hall the 
,justice of saying that the authority he ex- 

ercised was given him by the Board of Di- 
rectors and the $7,000 in cash paid on these 
motes was actually due. Sueh, in short, 
‘were Mr. Hall’s relations with the Stock- 
men’s Commission company.

WILL DEMAND AN EXTRA FIRE ENGINE 


North Shore Improvement Association 
Appoints a Committee Which Will 
Wait Upon Chief Swenie. 


The North Shore Improvement Association 
has appointed a committee to denfand an ad- 
ditional fire engine for Argyle and Sheridan 
Parks. The committee, which will wait on 
Chief Swenie, is composed of Sheriff Pease, 
Ald. Portman, Ald. Milne, A. W. Pulver, 
and EB. P. Chatfield. 

Dwellers in Argyle and Sheridan Parks 
want a new company with a steam fire en- 
gine’ located in the district south of Foster 
avenue at Evanstonavenue. They say prop- 
erty is not safe at present. 

An appropriation of $14,000 was made by 
the Council in April fora new company tobe 
located somewhere north of that region at 
the discretion of Chief Swenie, and as the 
Chief favors putting the engine-housea mile 
north at a point near Peterson avenue and 
Clark street, the suburbanites are organiz- 
ing to push their claims in the matter. 

Chief Swenie, in explaining his opposition 
to locating a new company where the North 
Shore Improvement Association wants it, 
says: ‘‘ That district is not large enough to 
justify a company when larger areas are 
unguarded. It is now protected by three 
companies on its border—at Waveland ave- 
nue and Clark street, at North Ashland ave- 
nue and Clark street, and at Robey and 
Lyman streets. It is not more than ten 
blocks to a company in any direction. But 
this talk is premature, as the appropriation 


is hot now avaliable. Itis to come from next 
year’s tax levy.” 


METHODIST COLLEGE SENATE MEETS. 


Requirements for Graduation Are Un- 
changed, but Two Changes Are 
Made for Entrance. 


The College Senate of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church met in Evanston yesterday.

TO CONSIDER REPORMS IN THE COURTS 


Chancellor Tuley Calls Cook County 
Judges Together to Talk Over 
Proposed Amendments. 


% 


Chancellor Tuley has called a meeting of 
all the Judges of all courts of record in Cook 
County for the purpose of considering 
amendments to the criminal code of the 
State.. The. meeting is to be held in Judge 
Tuley’s room at 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
of Nov. 27, primarily to select a successor to 
Justice Glennon of South Chicago, and then 
to consider reforms in the courts. 

The subjects which are to be considered 
are reforms in the jury system and egtab- 
lishment of a court of criminal correction, 
where all offenses of a grade lower than 
penitentiary crimes may be tried without 
delay upon information filed by the State’s- 
Attorney. 

The purpose is to appoint committees from 
the Judges, who shall prepare amendments 
to the laws and submit them to members of 
the Supreme Court. All the Judges who 
could be seen heartily indorsed the proposed 
action.
